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INTRODUCTION. 



Thi6 Work is an attempt to collect into one bandy volume a variety of 
Forms used by Her Majesty's Consular Officers in the discbarge of their 
duties. These, with the exception of the Official Forms given in the 
Instructions, and in Circulars, being contained only in Consular Registers 
and special professional works, have never been readily accessible. 

It was thought, then, that a Book of this kind would be of use to the 
Service, especially in those cases where the recent creation of the post, 
or the incompleteness of the archives, makes a reference to precedents 
impossible. 

An examination of the Forms now collected will enable the Officer 
without trouble to obtain an accurate view of the nature and extent of 
his duties and of the principles by which he should be guided in his dis- 
charge of them. 

The plan followed is that of De Clercq and De Vallat's excellent work 
for the use of the French Consular Service, entitled " Formulaire des 
Chancelleries Diplomatiques et Consulaires." 

Chapter I. gives the Forms of Registers required for the proper organi- 
zation of a Consular Office. 

Chapter II. Forms used under instructions from the Foreign Office. 

Chapter III. Forms used in connection with the British Navy. 

Chapter IV. A portion of those used under the Merchant Shipping Acts 
and under instructions from the Board of Trade. 

Chapter V. Forms and Instruments relating to Shipping and Navigation. 

Chapter VI, Forms of Notarial Acts. 

Chapter VII. Forms under the Marriage and Registration Acts. 

It has been found impossible to give the Board of Trade Forms with- 
out increasing too much the bulk and cost of the volume. Though the 
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omission is to be regretted, it is not in reality of so much importance as 
would at first appear, since the whole of the Board of Trade Forms are 
supplied to Her Majesty's Consulates on application to that Department. 

With reference to the unofficial Forms, it may be said that many of 
them have been specially prepared for this Work ; in other cases, where 
actual experience was wanting, the best authorities have been consulted. 
In a Book intended for use in widely distant countries, and under ever- 
varying conditions of Mercantile practice, it would be too much to hope 
that every requirement has been fulfilled ; where errors or omissions are 
detected it is trusted that they will meet with indulgence. 

Any suggestions which Members of the Service may be kind enough 
to make with a view to the improvement of the Work will be gratefully 
acknowledged.

By § 52 and § 53 of the Act, 1855, and § 15 and § 16 of the Act, 1863, 
passengers shipwrecked, or wrongfully landed and left behind at a foreign 
port, may be forwarded to their intended destination by Her Majesty's 
Consular Officer, any expenses so incurred are a charge on the ship, and 
may be recovered by Her Majesty's Government, on evidence afforded 
by a certificate of the Consular Officer in Sched. (A.) (page 200).

Note. — Section 279 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854 : — 
" The following rules shall be observed with respect to the delivery of 
documents to British Consular Officers (that is to say) : — 

1. Whenever any ship, in whatever part of Her Majesty's dominions the 
same is registered (except ships whose business for the time being is to 
carry passengers) arrives at any foreign port where there is a British 
Consular Officer, or at any port in any British possession abroad, and 
remains thereat for forty-eight hours^ the Master shall, within forty-eight 
hours of the ship's arrival, deliver to such (Jonsular Officer, or to the Chief 
Officer of Customs (as the case may be) the agreement with the crew, and 
also all indentures and assignments of apprenticeships, or in the case of a 
ship belonging to a British possession, such of the said documents as such 
ship is provided with. 

2. Such Officer shall keep such documents during the ship's stay in such 
port, and in cases where any indorsements upon the agreement are hereby 
required, shall duly make the same, and shall return the said documents 
to the Master a reasonable time before his departure, with a certificate 
indorsed on the agreement, stating when the same were respectively 
delivered and returned. 

3. If it appears that the required forms have been neglected, or that the 
existing laws have been transgressed, such Officer shall make an indorse- 
ment to that effect on the agreement, and forthwith transmit a copy of such 
indorsement, with the fullest information he can collect regarding such 
neglect or transgression, to the Registrar-General of Seamen. 

4. And if any Master fails to deliver any such document as aforesaid, he 
shall for every such default incur a penalty not exceeding twenty pounds : 
and in any prosecution for such penalty it shall lie upon the Master either to 
produce the certificate of the Consular Officer or Officer of Customs herein- 
before required, or to prove that he duly obtained the same, or that it was 
impracticable for him so to do." 

It will probably be in very rare cases that the question will arise of 
refusing to give a ship her clearance,* viz. in the case of grave infractions 
of the Merchant Shipping Acts.f 

Third parties having claims against the Master may sometimes apply

f Q-rounds for detention and seizure are : The improper use of a Certificate of 
Registry by the Master or Owner (B. of T. par.

Unduly assimiing a British character, concealment of British, or assumption of foreign 
character, acquiring ownership if unqualified, false declaration of ownership (B. of T. 
par. 19 ; s. 103 of the Act), or overloading, or sending unseaworthy ship to sea (39 & 40 
Vict., c. 80, 8. 34). 
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to the Consul to detain a vessel, but such applications cannot be enter- 
tained ; any interference on the part of the Cousul should be confined to 
requesting the attendance of the Master, and after examining the nature of 
the claim, to using his endeavours, as far as he may consider proper, to 
bring about a conciliatory adjustment of the difficulty. 

The principles which should guide the French Consular Officer in such 
cases will be found stated in a Circular from the French Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, dated July 1, 1868.* They appear to be just, and, except 
perhaps in the Ottoman dominions, where the Consular Officer has peculiar 
jurisdiction, may be taken as generally applicable. 

It is there laid down that the delivery of a ship's papers constitutes 
an act of internal administration, in the performance of which the Consular 
Officer need not consider the interests of third parties and creditors who 
might seek to prevent the departure of the ship. Any opposition on the 
part of a creditor of the Master or Owner to the delivery of the ship's 
papers by the Consulate would be without force, and the Consul would not 
have the right to withhold the clearances of the ship in order to facilitate 
the settlement of any difference which may have arisen between a French 
shipmaster and a foreign or even a French merchant. An appeal to the 
Courts is in such cases the only remedy open to the parties.

Note, — (1.) The above Declaration and Certificate are accepted by the

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CHAPTER V. 

FORMS OF INSTRUMENTS, &c., RELATING TO SHIPPING AND 

NAVIGATION. 

Remarks. — In the absence of special* Consular Conventions between 
Great Britain and the other European Powers, British Consular Officers, 
being placed on the footing of those of the most favoured nation, will find 
in the Consular Conventions of other countries clauses defining the functions 
they have a right to exercise, and the privileges or exemptions which they 
are entitled to enjoy. 

In 1853 a Cousular Convention was concluded between France and the 
United States, and as it may be regarded as a fair type of these Treaties, 
all those which have since been concluded more or less closely following it, 
the text has been given in the Appendix. 

With regard to the jurisdiction of the Consul in matters connected 
with Shipping, Article X provides that '* the respective Consuls-General, 
Consuls, &c., shall receive the declarations, protests and reports of all 
Captains of vessels of their nation in reference to injuries experienced at 
sea. They shall examine and take note of the stowage, and, when there 
are no stipulations to the contrary between the owners, freighters or 
insurers, they shall be charged with repairs. If any inhabitants of the 
country in which the Consuls reside, or citizens of a third nation are 
interested in the matter, and the parties cannot agree, the competent local 
authority shall decide. Article XI provides that all proceedings relative 
to salvage of vessels belonging \a) the two countries shall be directed by 
their respective Consuls. 

* Speaking on this subject before the Committee on the Consular Serrice, 1868, 
Mr. (now Lord) Hammond said that the Convention between France and the United 
States respecting Consular priTileges and jurisdiction, concluded February 23, 1853, 
was the subject of a good deal of consideration at the time, and it was found that it was 
utterly impossible to harmonise such a Convention with our law. The following is ta>ken 
from an interesting memorandum prepared by Mr. Bergiie, of the Treaty Department 
of the Foreign Office, and handed to the same Committee : — " There is in most of our 
Treaties of Commerce with Foreign Powers an Article stipulating that each of the Con- 
tracting Parties shall have the right to name Consuls to reside at the ports of the other 
Contracting Party ; that such Consuls shall, before entering upon the performance of 
their functions, obtain the usual exequatur from the Government to which they are sent, 
and that they shall enjoy the same privileges as Consuls of the most favoured nation. The 
operation of this apparently equal and reciprocal stipulation is, however, in practice, 
very unequal ; because in most foreign countries a Foreign Consul has a defined status, or 
gets his a^ithority enforced by the local functionaries, while in England a Foreign Consul 
enjoys no legal status or privilege whatever. The consequence of this state of things is, 
that when a proposition is made to Her Majesty's Government to conclude a Convention 
guaranteeing to the Consuls of the parties certain defined privileges, such as personal 
immunity, except in case of crime, exemption from direct taxation, exclusive control in 
cases of disputes between the masters and crews of vessels of their country. Her 
Majesty's Government are compelled to decline it, and to state that the law of this 
country does not afford them the power to contract such an engagement." — (Report of 
Select|Committee on Consular Service, 1858, p. 480.) 
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In most of the similar Conventions* since concluded between the different 
maritime countries of Europe it is stipulated that all matters of average 
shall be regulated and adjusted by the respective Consuls, except when 
subjects of the country where the Consular Officer resides, or subjects of a 
third Power are interested parties, in these cases, if an amicable settlement 
cannot be arrived at, the average shall be adjusted l>y the local authority.! 
The French Code of Commerce and other cognate systems of jurispru- 
dence give special powers to Consuls in all matters affecting the shijjs of 
their country. A French shipmaster entering a port abroad is bound to 
appear before his Consul to make a report to him, and to take from inm a 
certificate setting forth the date of his arrival and departure, the condition 
and nature of his cargo. J If during the voyage he is compelled to take 
refuge in a foreign port, he nmst make a declaration setting forth the r«anse 
of his entering the port before his Consul, or, if there is no Consul, before 
the local magistrate.§ 

If he requires money in a foreign port to pay for repairs o" provisions, 
he may, with the authority of his Consul, or, if there is no Consul, of the 
local ma^strate, borrow money on the ship, hypothecate or sell the goods 
up to the amount required. || 

In case of average, the surveyors or experts at the poi-t of discharge, 
if abroad, are appointed by the Consul, or, in his absence, by the local 
magistrate. The surveyors take the oath before acting.lT The adjustment 
of general average made by the experts is, in a port abroad, rendered 
executive by a decree of the French Consul.** 

In practice, however, these powers are more limited, De Clerq thinks 
that Arts. 414 and 410 can only apply where all the parties intert sted in a 
general average adjustment are French subjects ; and this is in ac(*or(lance 
with the restrictions stipulated in the Couvei^tions. He says that in no 
other case can they be compelled to acc^ept the Consular decision as 
binding. He then establishes the principle that, except in Mussulman 
countries, or countries with which there are express stipulations, when 
the general average has not been adjusted by arbitrators appointed by 
the mterested parties, or by the Consul himself acting under authority 
formally conferred on him by them, the adjustment of the losses should 
be left to the proper local authority. This writer makes a distinction 
between the payment of the expenses by contribution and the verification 
of the average itself, which he maintains belongs exclusively to the Consul, 
if no foreigners or inhabitants of the place are interested, and in the 
absence of an express disposition of the law territorial, the protest made 
in the Chancery by the Captain does not necessarily require to be renewed 
or confirmed before a Ministerial Officer of the country ; although, he adds, 
that in most cases this formality may be attended with the best possible 
results.

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The Captain has merely to obtain from the local Court — 

1. Appointment of Adjusters ; 

2. Decree making the average statement executive. 

(De Clercq et De Vallat, vol. ii, p. 208, et seq.) 

The Code of Commerce, in conferring on the Consuls of France the right 
of receiving sea protests, of authorising Shipmasters to sell goods, to raise 
money on bottomry, and of adjusting general average losses, has virtually 
conferred on them the powers of commercial judges or presidents of tribunals 
of Commerce (De Clercq, vol. ii. p. 342), but these powers are in practice 
subject to the spirit of the territorial law, or to the Treaty stipulations. 

From what has been said, the Consular Officer of Great Britain will be 
able to gather what are the limits within which, by usage and by the laws 
of the various maritime States, Consular jurisdiction in matters relating to 
general average should be confined. 

Ue will, however, bear in mind the general principle laid down in 
para. 140 of the Board of Trade Instructions, that Owners and their 
Agents should be left as far as possible to manage their own affairs, and 
that, according to EngUsh law, the Master as agent of the Shipowner, has 
control over both ship and cargo, and is responsible for both (see Extracts 
from Inst, to Lloyds' Agents — Appendix), " and that nothing less than a 
special power can take away this control over the property confided to his 
charge." 

The examples of general average adjustment given in this chapter 
are intended to show the different methods of apportioning these losses. 
No. 1 is a translation of a Foreign Adjustment, and shows the mode of 
drawing up these documents common abroad. The other is an EngUsh 
Adjustment, kindly prepared for this work by the Author of the " Law of 
General Average " ; it will be found to combine many of the various 
doubtful or questionable points, as to which the laws of various countries 
differ. 

In practice, probably, the framing of these Adjustments will rarely be 
made in Her Majesty's Consulates; they are matters which belong to 
professional experts, and, in the absence of special stipulations, are regu- 
lated according to the law of the place where the cargo is discharged,* and 
it is the general custom of English Insurers to submit to such law.f 

Ship Protests^ made before a Notary in ICngland or a British Consul 
abroad, may be noted in the first instance, and afterwards drawn up or 
extended, 

" It is the custotn," in England, says Brooke,^ " on the arrival of a 
vessel at her port of destination for the Master to cause an enti^ or note of 
a protest to be made, which is signed by him at the office of a notary. It 
should contain some particulars of the voyage, such as the name of the 
vessel and of the Master, the port from whence she came, the time of her 
departure, the nature of her cargo, and the date of her arrival." Printed 
Books of Registry are kept, with blanks in which these particulars are 
entered.

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In England the protest may be noted any time within 48 hours after 
arrival, but it appears to be usual to make it on the day of arrival or the 
next day. 

In fVance, and generally on the Continent, the Shipmaster's duty is to 
have his log book vised,* and to make liis rejxirt or sea protestf within 
24 hours of his arrival, before the President of the Tribunal of Com- 
merce. 

The protest has to be deposited at the Custom House in the following 
cases: — 

VeBsek seeking shelter, — ^To establish the necessity for putting into inter- 
medJAte port, whether through stress of weather or other causes (reldches 
forcdes). 

Damage in the Cargo. — To account for damage in the cargo during the 
voyage, and to obtain the immunities or reduction of duties on the cargo 
in consequence of such damage.J 

The ship protest, made before a Notary in England, or a British Consular 
Officer abroad, may be merely noted^ as we have seen, m the first instance ; 
if necessary, it may be at any time subsequently extended. 

This is not the case with sea protests made in the Tribunals of Com- 
merce in ports abroad ; there it is generally the practice to extend a detailed 
narrative of the voyage as soon as possible after taking pratique. 

The facts for its preparation are derived from the log book, § or from 
the principal members of the crew ; the Master, Mate, Carpenter, or a Sea- 
man afterwards sign and declare to it, having previously been examined 
8^)arately as to the truth of its contents.

§ The Ship's Log Book, kept and written daily by the chief mate, and signed by 
himself and by the Master, should receive more attention than is ordinarily bestowed on 
it, for it is impossible to say when it may be required as evidence in a court of law : 
besides which, the statements in it are the foundation of the Master's protest, and con- 
sequently they should be strictly correct. It should describe most particularly the state 
of the winds and the weather, and the effect on the ship as regards any accidents which 
may have arisen therefrom, the amount of damage sustained, and the cause to which it 
may be attributed, as £ir as can be ascertained at the time ; also the latitude and longi- 
tude of the ship, the time of occurrence, the attention given to the pumps, &c., and to 
the lead hue. All interlineations and erasures should be avoided, and if any correction 
is necessary while writing, it should be effected by drawing a pen through the error. 

It is, moreover, requisite that the log book should be properly written up before 
arrival at port, and ready to bo produced when asked for, as in case of damage to 
ship or cargo serious difficulties may be otherwise experienced in the settlement of 
average. These requirements are especially necessary for many foreign ports, where the 
Public Notary, on receiving the log book, may examine any two of the crew, privately 
and separately, on the statements therein, before receiving the Master's protest; and 
again, in some ports it is required that the ship's officers should sign the page where the 
writing ends, for the purpose of preventing any additions after the arriv^ of the ship. 

Lastly, it should also be borne in mind that the ship's log book, when carefully 
kept, may be the means of affording valuable scientific information on the subject of 
marine meteorology. — (Taken from Introduction to Imray's Log Books.) 
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Too great care can hardly be taken in the preparation of a sea protest. 
It is of material importance in all matters connected with the adjustment 
of losses in Marine Insm*ance, and in the calculation of averages.* Protests 
are received as evidence in Foreign Courts, and in England credit is often 
given to their contents by merchants and underwriters when free from all 
circumstances of suspicion.f They should be prepared with impartiality 
and care. 

Whether, in case of damage to ship or cargo, the Master on his arrival 
in a port abroad should make his sea protest in the Consulate is a matter 
which seems enveloped in some confusion. The validity of the protest 
so made is, it would seem, established by the Consular Conventions, but it 
may properly be taken to be subject to the same exception as laid down 
with reference to Consular jurisdiction in matters of average, forming, as it 
does the basis on which the latter must be founded. This exception is, as 
we have seen, that when natives of the place or subjects of a third power 
are interested therein, the adjustment of the general average losses shall 
belong to the local tribunals. 

In accordance with the principle thus established, it appears to have 
become the general practice for all sea protests to be extended in accord- 
ance with local usage before the Presidents of the Tribunals of Commerce in 
case of damage to cargo, and when the ship alone is concerned, for the 
protest to be made in the Consulate. 

But the validity of a protest made by a Foreign Captaiii with his 
Consul in France has been maintained by the French Court of Aix, in the 
case of Gauthier v. Brown, and this judgment was confirmed by the Court 
of Cassation, Nov. 23, 1847. It was then ruled that the provisions of 
Cap. iv, Book 2 of the Code of Commerce, and of Articles 242, 243 and 247 
of the Code apply only to the Masters of French vessels, and not to the 
Masters of foreign vessels. That it follows therefrom that the Master of a 
foreign vessel is not subject to the obligations imposed by these articles on 
Masters of French vessels, to make his sea protest with the President of 
the Tribunal of Commerce in France. That it suffices, as the Masters of 
French vessels in foreign ports do, according to Article 244 of the Code of 
Commerce, to make his protest with the Consul of his country, that this 
protest thus duly made or noted, may be produced in the French tribunals 
and against French subjects, save evidence to the contrary, and to be 
appreciated by the court. 

That this Act does not determine the settlement of the damage, but is 
produced only to serve as a basis for such settlement. That it may be 
contested by evidence to the contrary, and that in consequence the French 
tribunals preserve their independent jurisdiction.^

Note. — Many of the Foreign Codes require the Master, before taking 
money on Bottomry abroad, to obtain the sanction of his Consul, and the 
lender will often not deem his security valid without it. 

Though there is nothing in the law of England which makes the 
lender's remedy dependent on the observance of this formality, the 
authority of the Master to hypothecate the ship in case of necessity being 
indisputable,* it is nevertheless probable, that in the absence of a decree of 
the Local Tribunal, the Master of a British vessel in a foreign port will 
often find it necessary to conform to it. 

In the case of a loan taken on Bottomry in France by the Master of a 
foreign ship by bond, executed before the Consul of his nation, it has 
been decided that the contract ought likewise to be registered in the 
Tribunal of Commerce, under penalty of the lender losing his privilege 
against the shipf (C. Cass, March 26, I860 ; Sirey 60, 1).

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In England, it has been settled that the extent of the Master's autho- 
rity to bind his Owner is determined by the law of the Flag.* 

The French law makes the lender liable for general average losses, and 
even where the contract was made in a foreign port, where the law of the 
place did not make the lender liable to contribute to such losses, the 
French courts have nevertheless held him liable.f It has been decided 
by the Court of Cassation, that the contract, made abroad but to be fulfilled 
in France, is as to its effects regulated by the French law.t 

The steps necessary to make known the requirements of the Master, the 
examination of the tenders, and tlie adjudication of the loan, are matters 
which are either managed in the Consulate, or by a Broker of the place, as 
custom or usage may point out to be most convenient. § 

The Italian Code of Commerce requires an entry of the contract to be 
made in the Register Books of the Maritime Compartment where it is 
passed, and to be endorsed on the ship's Document of Nationality within 
ten days of the execution of the bond. 

Analogous formahties are only necessary in England, when contracts 
of this sort are made by the Owners themselves in the United Kingdom. 
In such cases, it seems that a compliance with the provisions of the 
Register Acts with regard to the transfer of property in ships is essential 
to the validity of the contract.|| 

It would be to no purpose then that the foreign lender, with the 
object of strengthening his privilege, should seek to have an entry of the 
fact of the loan endorsed on the British Certificate of Registry abroad, in 
accordance with the lex loci. The Certificate of Registry is not a docu- 
ment of title, nor can it be made the subject of hen,ir it is used to show 
the national character, and for the lawful navigation of the ship. The law 
of the Flag does not require such formality, and as we have seen, the 
liability of the Owner is determined by that law.

That Captain with the above-named vessel, staunch, tight, 

and in every way well found and equipped, did on the day of ,

port ; that on the following day he encountered strong head winds, causing 
ship to labour heavily, and occasioning damage to the bowsprit stays. 

That having subsequently encountered bad weather, with heavy seas 
breaking over the ship and causing her to labour, the fore-sail was carried 
away. 

That the cargo shifted and was secured as far as possible vdth chocks 
of wood. 

That on the at midnight, finding that they were about 

five miles from Europa Point, a good look-out was kept to avoid running 
ashore. At a.m. of the same day it was suddenly discovered that 

they were close on Ceuta Light, which had previously been obscured by 
the foggy state of the atmosphere. 

That, although the course was at once altered, and the anchor let go, 
yet it was impossible to prevent the ship grounding on the rocks to the 
west of Ceuta Bay. 

That although every means were at once taken to get the ship out of 
her dangerous position, in consequence of the tide falling it was found 
impossible to do so, and after a portion of the cargo had been removed, a 
boat was seen to approach from the shore with twelve men on board, and 
their services were engaged for the common safety of the ship and cargo. 

That at 10 a.m. of the same day, by their united efforts, assisted by the 
rising tide and fresh breeze from N., having set all sail, the ship was got 
off and saved from her dangerous position, and they were enabled to cast 
anchor in safety in Ceuta Bay. 

That on the 16th weighed anchor and made for Gibraltar, in order to 
have the ship examined, and arrived there the same day. 

That from the reports of the Surveyor and Diver employed at that port,

They being of opinion that, as regards the disbursements noted in State- 
ment A, such expenses are particular average to be borne by the ship, 
because they were incurred to repair damage purely accidental ; that as 
regards those noted in Statement B, such expenses must be contributed for 
according to the rules of general average, because incurred in a port of 
refuge, in the interest of all concerned, and finally they valued the 
ship at 35,000 lire, completely repaired.

and Custom^ 

'' Juno." From to Liverpool. A. Jones, Master. 

Per Protest. 

The vessel sailed from for Liverpool on the 10th August, 1876, 

with a cargo of marble. On the 28th at 2 p.m. laud was sighted to leeward, 
distant about three miles, and it became necessary to carry a press of sail 
to keep the vessel off the shore ; at 2.30 p.m. the mainsail was carried away, 
and at 3 p.m. the vessel struck the ground heavily and remained fast ; the 
sails were all set aback as soon as possible, and a stream anchor was 
carried out astern with a 5-inch hawser attached and hove upon, but the 
vessel remained fast, thumping heavily on the ground and making water, 
and the foresail was carried away. It was then decided to jettison some 
of the cargo, which was accordingly done ; during the jettison two water 
casks, one harness cask, and a 6-inch hawser, which were stowed on deck, 
were thrown overboard and lost. At 6 p.m. the vessel was got off the 
ground, and the anchor and hawser were slipped, but were afterwards 
picked up, but the hawser was badly chafed and broken. Finding she 
was making much water they decided to put into Queenstown for repairs, 
where they arrived on the 30th. 

On the 31st August and 16th September the vessel was surveyed. 

Extract from Surveys. 

August 31. — Foimd the vessel making 4 inches of water per hour ; 
topsides, covering board and deck much strained, and caulking slack. 
Recommended the cargo to be discharged, and the vessel put into dry 
dock for further examination. 

September 16. — Found the caulking below waterways slack. Recom- 
mended the vessel to be caulked from keel to coamings, and refastened 
where necessary. 

September 26. — Found the repairs fully carried out, and the vessel in a 
seaworthy condition. 

The cargo was then reshipped, and the vessel proceeded on her voyage, 
and arrived at Liverpool on the 30th September. 
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Adjustment of Particular Average on Goods sold at intermediate Port, 

150 tons of barley have been insured for 30,000 frs., or at 20 frs. per 
100 kilogrammes, for the voyage from St. Malo to Plymouth. The vessel 
was compelled by stress of weather to put into Cherbourg to repair a leak 
which threatened to damage the cargo. 

The Surveyors appointed to ascertain the condition of the barley 
reported 25 tons totally spoiled, 25 tons damaged.

Note. — This and the following example is taken from M. F. Havet's 
" Guide Pratique des Capitaines en cas d'Avaries," to show the two kinds of 
adjustment to which particular average on goods gives rise ; 1st, when 
damaged goods are sold at an intermediate port, the adjustment is made 
by taking the difference between the net produce of the sale and the value 
insured; 2nd, when the goods reach the final port of destination in a 
damaged state, the adjustment is made by comparing the gross produce of 
the sale of the goods m their damaged state, with the price they would 
have fetched in a sound state. 

They also show the practice, peculiar to France, of making the imder- 
writer liable only for losses in excess of the percentage in respect of which 
he is protected by the policy.

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CHAPTER VI. 

NOTARIAL ACTS AND PRECEDENTSw 

Remarks. — By the Act 6 Geo. IV, c. 87* (July 5, 1825), Consuls were 
empowered to do notarial acts. 

By § 20 it was enacted that Consuls-General arid Consuls shall have the 
power of administering any oath, or take any affidavit or affirmation from 
any person or persons whomsoever, and do and perform all notarial acts 
which any Notary Public is by law empowered to do in the United 
Kingdom. 

As far as regards matters pending in Chancery, the power of adminis- 
tering oaths was extended to Vice-Consuls by 15 & 16 Vict., c. 86t 
(July 1, 1852), " An Act to amend the Practice and Course of Proceeding 
in the High Court of Chancery ,** so far as relates to the swearing of docu- 
ments before British Consuls, &c., abroad, and the filing of such documents. 

§ 22 enacts, that all pleas, answers, disclaimers, examinations, affidavits, 
declarations, affirmations and attestations of honour in causes or matters 
depending in the High Court of Chancery, and also acknowledgments 
required for the purpose of enrolling any deed in the said Court, shall and 
may be sworn and taken in Scotland or Ireland, or the Channel Islands, or 
in any colony, island, plantation or place under the dominion of Her 
Majesty in foreign parts, before any Judge, Court, Notary Public or person 
lawfully authorised to administer oaths in such country, colony, island, 
plantation or place respectively, or before any of Her Majesty's Consuls or 
Vice-Consuls in any foreign parts out of Her Majesty's dominions, and the 
Judges and other officers of the said Court of Chancery shall take judicial 
notice of the seal or signatiu-e, as the case may be, of any such Court, Judge, 
Notary Public, person. Consul or Vice-Consul attached, appended, or sub- 
scribed to any such pleas, answers, disclaimers, examinations, affidavits, 
affirmations, attestations of honour, declarations, acknowledgments or other 
documents to be used in the said Court. 

By the Admiralty Court Act, 1854 (17 & 18 Vict., c. 78),$ Consuls and 
Vice-Consuls are empowered to administer oaths to affidavits and other 
documents to be used in proceedings before the Admiralty Prize Courts 
(F. 0. Cir., May 5, 1855), and by the Act 18 & 19 Vict., c. 42§ (JiUy 2, 
1855), " An Act to enable British Diplomatic and Consular Agents abroad 
to Administer Oaths and do notarial acts," the power of administering 
oaths generally was extended to Consular Officers of all ranks. 

§ 1. From and after the passing of this Act it shall and may be lawful for 
every British Ambassador, Envoy, Minister, Charge d'Affaires, or Secretary 
of Embassy or of Legation exercising his functions in any foreign country, 
and for every British Vice-Consul, Acting Consul, Pro-Consul, or Consular

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Agent (as well as every Consul-General or Consul) exercising his functions 
in any foreign place, whenever he shall be thereto required, and whenever 
he shall see necessary, to administer in such foreign country or place, any 
oath, or to take any affidavit or affirmation from any person whatsoever, 
and also to do and perform in such country or place all and every notarial 
acts or act which any Notary Public could or might be required and is by 
law empowered to do within the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland. 

§ 2. Affidavits and affirmations so taken may be used in Courts in the 
United Kingdom. 

§ 3. Documents so executed to be admitted in evidence without proof 
of the seal or signature of the Ambassador or other official person. 

§ 4. Persons swearing or affirming falsely, guilty of perjury. 

§ 5. Persons forging seal or signature, guilty of felony. 

The Act 21 & 22 Vict., c. 95, s. 31,* provides that in cases where 
it is necessary to obtain affidavits, declarations or affirmations, to be 
used in the Court of Probate, from persons residing in foreign parts, out of 
Her Majesty's dominions, the same may be sworn, declared or affirmed 
before the persons empowered to administer oaths imder the Act 6 Geo. IV, 
c. 87,t or under the 18 & 19 Vict., c. 42.| 

The other Acts relating to Notaries are : — 

41 Geo. Ill, c. 79, for the better regulation of PubUc Notaries in 
England. 

3 & 4 Wm. IV, c. 70, to alter and amend the foregoing. 

6 & 7 Vict. c. 90, for removing doubts as to the services of Clerks or 
Apprentices to PubHc Notaries, and for amending the laws regulating the 
admission of Public Notaries. 

The form of oath on admission of a Notary, given in § 7 of this Act, is 
as follows : — 

"1,-4. 5., do swear, that I will faithfully exercise the office of a PubUc 
Notary ; I will faithfully make contracts or instruments for or between any 
party or parties requiring the same, and I will not add nor diminish any 
thing, without the knowledge and consent of such party or parties, that may 
alter the substance of the fact ; I will not make or attest any act, contract 
or instrument, in which I shall know there is violence or fraud ; and in all 
things I will act uprightly and justly in the business of a Public Notary, 
according to the best of my skill and ability. So help me God." 

With reference to his notarial fimctions and powers, the Consular officer 
will find full and valuable information in Brooke's " Office and Practice of a 
Notary of England."§ This work contains " Chapters relating to Bills of 
Exchange, Promissory Notes, Ship and other Protests, Charterparties, 
Bottomry Bonds, Powers of Attorney, Declarations substituted for Affidavits, 
Commissions from Foreign Courts of Judicature, and various Instruments 
connected with Shipping and Mercantile matters " (Preface, p. 7). 

A person who is neither Vice-Consul nor Consular Agent, and who is not

authorised by the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs to be Acting 
Consul, cannot be properly deputed by a Consul to do notarial acts 
(F. 0* Cir., Aug. 19, 1876). 

A Pro-Consul may, however, in certain cases be appointed for this 
purpose (F. O. Cir., Nov. 26, 1876). 

The Notarial Powers of Consular Officers are also defiued by Inter- 
national Conventional Law. It is usually stipulated in the Consular 
Conventions that they shall have the right to receive the Testamentary 
Dispositions of the subjects of their own country, and to perform all other 
Notarial Acts ; if, however, the act presented to them for solemnization 
is intended to confer a title by hypothecation to property situated in the 
country where they reside, then the special local law must receive 
application.* 

Consular Officers may receive at their offices all acts of agreement 
executed between one or more of the subjects of their own country, and 
the subjects or inhabitants of the country in which they reside; and even 
all such acts wherein subjects of the country are alone concerned, provided 
that these acts relate to property situated, or to business to be transacted, 
in the territory of the nation to which the Consul or Agent before whom 
theyare executed, may belong. 

Copies of, and extracts from, acts received by Consular Officers, duly 
authenticated with their official seal and signature, are admitted in 
evidence, judicially and extra- judicially, and have the same force and 
validity as if done by a notary or other public functionary of the country 
in which the Consular Officer resides, provided such acts are submitted to 
registration, stamp duties, and other formalities required by the laws of 
the country where the Act or Document is to have an operation. 

Should any doubts arise as to the authenticity of a public act registered 
in the Consular Office, some of the Conventions reserve to the parties 
interested the right of having it collated with its original.! 

It is also customary for Consular Officers to legalize every kind of 
document emanating from the authorities of their own country, and to 
make translations of the same, and these, in the country where the 
Consular Officer resides, have the same validity as if made by the sworn 
interpreters of the country.^ Some of the treaties further provide that 
such legalizatitms shall be subject to local stamp duties, &c. It is in the 
parties interested that the duty, of conforming to these last-named 
formalities, devolves. 

With reference to Wills of Personality made Abroad,§ it will be useful 
to include here a brief summary of the provisions of the Acts 24 & 25 Vict., 
c. 114, and 24 & 25 Vict., c. 121. 

The Act 24 & 25 Vict., c. 114 (6th Aug., 1861), " An Act to Amend the 
Law with respect to Wills of Personal Estate made by British Subjects," 
contains the following enactments : — 

S. 1. Wills made out of the Kingdom to be admitted, if made 
according to the law of the place where made. 

S. 2. Wills made in the Kingdom to be admitted, if made according 
to local usage.

S. 3. Change of domicile not to invalidate Will. 

S. 4. Nothing in this Act to mvalidate Wills otherwise made. 

S. 5. Act to extend only to Wills, &c,, made by persons who die after 
the passing of this Act. 

The Act 24 & 25 Vict., c. 121 (6th Aug., 1861),* " An Act to Amend the 
Law in relation to the Wills and Domicile of British Subjects dying whilst 
resident abroad, and of Foreign Subjects dying whilst resident within Her 
Majesty's dominions," provides that whenever Her Majesty shall have 
entered into a convention with any Foreign State for the purpose : 

S. 1. No British subject dying in a foreign country is to be deemed to 
have acquired a domicile, imless he shall have been resident there for one 
year immediately preceding his or her death, and shall also have made and 
deposited in a public office of such foreign country a declaration in writing 
of his or her intention to become domiciled in such foreign country ; and 
for all purposes of testate or intestate succession he shall retain the 
domicile he possessed at the time of his going to reside in such foreign 
country. 

S. 2. No foreign subject dying in Great Britain or Ireland to be 
deemed to have acquired a domicile unless resident therein for one year 
immediately preceding his or her death, &c. 

S. 3. This Act not to apply to any foreigners who may have obtained 
letters of naturalization in any part of Her Majesty's dominions. 

S. 4. When subjects of foreign States shall die in Her Majesty's 
dominions, and there shall be no persons to administer to their estates, the 
Consuls of such foreign States may administer. 

The Forms of Wills here given are from those published by Messrs. 
Kent Causton & Sons, Law Stationers, who supply them on separate litho- 
graphed sheets. They have been so long in use that it is needless to say 
that they are correctly drawn up for the objects proposed, and will be 
legally correct if executed according to the instructions.

Note. — Before the protest is made, it is the custom in England to 
cause the bill to be presented either by a Notary or by his Clerk (in general 
his Clerk presents it), and acceptance to be demanded.* 

Since it is usual that the form and manner of protesting should be 
conformable to the custom of the coimtry where the bill is payable, it 
will probably rarely happen that the Consul will have to interfere in these 
matters, which in European countries belong rather to the province of a 
Notary of the place.f 

In protesting bills, the bill should be copied on the back of the pro- 
test, or a copy of the bill should be prefixed to it, with the indorsements 
transcribed verbatim.^

1. All property may be disposed of by a Will, including freehold, 
leasehold, customary freehold and copyhold lands, and all personal estate. 
—Sect. 3. 

2. The person making the Will must be of the full age of twenty-one 
years, and a Will made by any one under that age is declared invalid. — 
Sect. 7. 

3. The Will must be in writing ; that is to say, no verbal Wills or 
Bequests are legal ; and it must be signed at the foot or end thereof by the 
the testator, either by his signing his name or making his mark, or by 
some other person doing so for him in his presence and by his direction. — 
Sect. 9. 

4. The signature pr mark of the testator must be made or acknow- 
ledged by him in the presence of two or more witnesses (not less than 
two) present at the same time, who must then subscribe their names to the 
Will in the presence of the testator, and of each other. — -Sect. 9. 

5. No alteration, interlineation, or obliteration made in any Will after the 
execution thereof will be valid unless the signature of the testator and 
the signatures of the witnesses be made in the margin opposite or near to 
such alteration, or at the foot or end of or opposite to a memorandum 
referring to such alteration, and written at the end or some other part of 
the Will —Sect. 21. 
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6. Any Will made before marriage is rendered void thereby (except a 
Will made in exercise of a power of appointment), so that a new Will 
should be made, or it should be re-executed after marriage, in order to the 
revival of the same. — Sect. 18. 

7. No Will or Codicil, or any part thereof which shall in any manner be 
revoked, shall be revived otherwise than by the re-execution thereof, 
or by a Codicil duly executed, and showing an intention to revive the 
same. — Sect. 21. 

8. Any devise, legacy, or beneficial interest given to an attesting 
witness of a Will, or to his or her wife or husband, is void, except charges 
or directions for the payment of a debt or debts. No person, therefore, 
to whom any legacy or beneficial interest is given shoiQd be an attesting 
witness. — Sect. 11. 

9. The formalities required by the Act of Victoria do not affect the 
Wills of soldiers on actual service, and marines or seamen at sea, petty 
officers and seaman in the Royal Navy, and non-commissioned officers of 
marines and mariners, which are regulated by statute 2 George IV, and 
1 William IV, c.

Before either of the Commissioners commences to act as such, he must 
take the second oath indorsed upon the Commission, which oath the Commis- 
sioners must either take before the British Consul or Vice-Consul, or they 
may administer it to each other.

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CHAPTER VII. 

FORMS TO BE OBSERVED UNDER THE MARRIAGE AND REGIS- 
TRATION ACTS. 

Remarks. — The Acts relating to the duties of Registrars, which formed 
enclosures in the Circular of the 6th November, 1^49, are: — 

6 & 7 Wm. IV, c. 85 . . . . (17th August, 1836.) 

6 & 7 Wm. IV, c. 86 . . . . (17th August, 1836.) 

(Partly repealed by 37 & 38 Vict. c. 68) (7th August, 1874.) 

1 Vict, c. 22 (80th June, 1837.) 

(Partly repealed as above.) 
12 & 13 Vict., c. 68 . . . . (28th July, 1849.) 

(See Gen. Ins., Annex 14.) 

But as these Acts do not provide for the Registration of Births and Deaths 
of British Subjects in Foreign Countries, Consuls are instructed in the 
Circular of November 7th, 1849, and par. 14, to keep two Registers (Forms, 
p. 154 and 156), one for Births and the other for Deaths, and at the 
expiration of each year to transmit a certified copy (Forms, p. 157 and 158) 
of each Register so kept during the year which has elapsed, to the 
Secretary of State for transmission to the Registrar- General. These 
instructions are extended to Vice-Consuls and Consular Agents by Circular 
of March lOth, 1871. 

With reference to the period within which, after the occurrence of the 
event. Births or Deaths may be registered by Consular OflBcers, it is laid 
down in Circular of March Ist, 1860, that seven years is the utmost limit 
that should be allowed for such registrations. 

The Circular of November 6th, 1849, already referred to, authorized 
certain Consuls, empowered by warrant under the h3,nd of the Secretary of 
State, to Solemnize Marriages at British Consulates under the Act 
12 & 13 Vict., c. 68, and copies of the several Forms which they are 
required to make use of in the discharge of their duties under the Act were 
supphed (Forms, p. 21, 151, &c.) 

By Circular dated November 23rd, 1872, Consular Officers are instructed 
that *' Marriages under the Act are legal when both parties are British 
subjects, and also when only one of them is British " ; but in the latter 
case " the parties should be informed that the Marriage is not necessarily 
valid out of Her Majesty's dominions, and that they must conform to the 
requirements of the law of any country, not in those dominions, in which 
it may be of importance to them that their marriage shall be legally recog- 
nized as valid." This warning should never on any account be omitted. 

'* When one of the parties is a subject of the country in which the 
marriage is proposed to take place," the party who is not a British subject 
" must have complied with the Marriage Law of such country as far as it 
may be possible to do so." 

The nationality of the parties is to be inserted after their names in the 
Notices of Marriage, in the Notice Books, and in the Registers. 

The Circular of November 21st, 1873, directs that the warning 
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prescribed in Circular of November 23rd, 1872, aa to mixed marriages 
solemnized in British Consulates not being necessarily valid out of 
Her Majesty's dominions, is to be given in the case of every Consular 
Marriage, both when both parties are British subjects and when only one 
of them is a British subject. 

§ 37 of the "Births and Deaths Registration Act, 1874*^ (37 & 38 
Vict., c. 68), enacts that the Master of every British ship shall record in 
his Log-Book, in such form as the Board of Trade may direct, the particulars 
of Births and Deaths occurring on board. 

This return is ordered by Board of IVade Circular, No. 29, December, 
1875, to be made in the form given in the Official Log-Book, and the same 
Circular further directs, in virtue of Section 37 (3) of the Act, that on the 
arrival of the ship at any port abroad, the Considar Officer shall demand 
from the Master a return filled in on the appropriate form (Eng. 8, 9, 
and 10, page 163, &c.), for transmission to the Registrar-General of 
Shipping and Seamen. 

It is laid down bv the Foreign Office Circular of the 29th May, 1876, 
that the births of illegitimate children of British parents are not to be 
registered in Consulates.

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Regulations respecting Passports. 

1. Applications for Foretgn Oflfice Passports must be made in writing, 
and inclosed in a cover addressed to " The Chief Clerk, Foreign Office, 
London " with the word " Passport " conspicuously written on the cover. 

2. The charge on the issue of a Passport, whatever number of persons 
may be named in it, is 2s. ; and if it is desired that the Passport should be 
sent by post, that sum must be forwarded with the application for the 
Passport by a Post Office order, made payable at the Post Office, Charing 
Cross, London, to the Chief Clerk of the Foreign Office, Francis B. Alston, 
Esq. Postage stamps will not be received in payment. 

3. Foreign Office Passports are granted only to British-bom subjects, 
or to such foreigners as have become naturalized either by Act of Parlia- 
ment or by a Certificate of Naturalization granted by the Secretary of State 
for the Home Department. When the party is a " Naturalized British 
subject," he will be so designated in his Passport, and if his Certificate of 
Naturalization be dated subsequently to the 24th of August, 1850, and pre- 
viously to the 1st of August, 1858, his Passport will be marked as good 
for one year only ; or should the Certificate be dated subsequently to the 
1st of August, 1858, his Passport will in that case be marked as good for 
six months only, except in cases where a licence for a longer period of 
residence abroad has been granted by the Secretary of State for the Home 
Department; but this regulation will not preclude any person whom it 
affects from obtaining at the Foreign Office, at any future time, on his 
producing his old Passport, a fresh Passport in exchange for it for a 
further limited period, without being required to pay a fresh charge. A 
Foreign Office Passport granted to a British-born subject or to a 
" Naturalized British subject " who has been naturalized by Act of Parlia- 
ment, or whose Certificate of Naturalization is dated previously to the 
24th of August, 1850, is not limited in point of time, but is available for 
any time, or for any number of journeys to the Continent. Aliens 
naturalized as British subjects under the " Naturalization Act, 1870 " 
(33 Vict., c. 14), will also receive Passports unlimited in point of time, but 
subject to the qualification mentioned in the 7th clause of the Act. 

4. Passports are granted to all persons either known to the Secretary 
of State or recommended to him by some person who is known to him ; or 
upon the application of any Banking Firm established in London or in any 
part of the United Kingdom ; or upon the production of a Certificate of 
Identity (see subjoined Form) signed by any Mayor, Magistrate, Justice of 
the Peace, Minister of Religion, Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor or Notary 
resident in the United Kingdom; in certain cases, the production of a 
Certificate of Birth may be demanded. 

5. If the applicant for a Passport be a Naturalized British subject, his 
Certificate of Naturalization, with his signature subscribed to the oath printed 
on the third page of it, must be forwarded to the Foreign Office with 
the Certificate of Identity granted on his behalf ; and his Certificate of 
Naturalization Avill be returned with the Passport to the person who may 
have granted the Certificate of Identity, in order that he may cause such 
Naturalized British subject to sign the Passport in his presence. The 
Agents at the Outports are not authorised to grant Passports to Natiuttlized 
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British subjects, and such persons, if resident in London or in the suburbs, 
must apply personally for their Passports at the Foreign Office. 

6. Passports are issued at the Foreign Office, between the hours of 
11 and 4 on the day following that on which the application for the Pass- 
port has been received at the Foreign Office. 

7. A Passport cannot be issued by the Foreign Office, or by an Agent at 
an Outport, on behalf of a person already abroad ; such person, being a 
British-born subject, should apply for one to the nearest British Mission or 
Consulate ; a Passport cannot be issued abroad to a Naturalized British 
subject except for a direct journey to England, or in the case of a Colonial 
Naturalized subject for a journey back to the Colony where he has been 
Naturalized ; neither can a Passport granted at the Foreign Office to a 
Naturalized British subject for a limited period be renewed by Her 
Majesty's Diplomatic or Consular Agents in Foreign countries, but only at 
the Foreign Office. 

8. The bearer of every Passport granted by the Foreign Office should 
sign his Passport as soon as he receives it ; without such signature either 
the visa may be refused, or the validity of the Passport questioned abroad. 
Travellers who may have any intention of visiting the Russian Empire at 
any time in the course of their travels, are particularly and earnestly 
advised not to quit England without having had their Passports vises at 
the Russian Consulate in London, 17, Great Winchester Street, B.C. 
Persons proceeding to Cuba, Portugal or Turkey, should also have their 
passports visis at the Spanish Consulate, 155, Fenchurch Street ; at the 
Portuguese Consulate, 8, St. Mary Axe ; and at the Turkish Embassy, 
1, Bryanstone Square, respectively. Travellers about to proceed to any 
other country need not obtain the visa of the Diplomatic or Consular 
Agents of such country, resident in the United Eangdom. 

N.B. — Although British subjects are now free to enter France and 
Belgium without Passpoits, and the rules about Passports have been 
virtually relaxed in several other countries, nevertheless British subjects 
about to visit the Continent are recommended not to omit to provide them- 
selves with Passports, for even in those countries where they are no 
longer obligatory, they are found to be convenient as offering a ready 
means of identification, and more particularly when letters have to be 
claimed at a poste restante.

Admiralty Order in Council, 7th August, 1869. — Union Jack. 

Distinguishing Marks or Badges on Jacks displayed by Military, Diplomatic 
arid Consular Branches, and Governors of Colonies, ^c. 

The Union Jack having been established by Your Majesty's Regulations 
for the Naval Service as the distinguishing Flag to be borne by the Admiral 
of the Fleet, and whereas great inconvenience has at times been experienced 
by the Union Jack having been carried in boats and other vessels by 
Governors of Colonies, Military Authorities, Diplomatic Officers, and Con- 
sular Agents when embarked. We have deemed it expedient to place 
ourselves in communication on this subject with the Commander-in-Chief 
of Your Majesty's Forces, and the Principal Secretaries of State for 
Foreign Affairs, for the Colonies, and for War, and, with their concurrence, 
We most humbly submit that Your Majesty may be graciously pleased, by 
Your Order in Council, to prescribe and direct that in future the Union 
Jack to be displayed by the Military Branch of Your Majesty's Service on 
such occasions, shall bear in the centre thereof, as a distinguishing mark, 
the lloyal Initials surroimded by a garland on a blue shield, and surmounted 
by a Crown ; that the Union Jack to be used by Your Majesty's Diplomatic 
Servants — ^Ministers Plenipotentiary, Charges d*Affau*es, &c. — shall bear

the Royal Arms in the centre thereof on a White Shield ; whilst ConBuls 
and Consular Agents, &c., shall be limited to the use of the Blue Ensign 
with the Royal Arms in the fly thereof. We further submit that Governors 
of Your Majesty's Dominions in foreign parts, and Governors of all ranks 
and denominations administering the Governments of British Colonies and 
Dependencies, be authorised to fly the Union Jack with the Arms or Badge 
of the Colony emblazoned in the centre thereof. 

A drawing of the Union Jack, with the proposed distinguishing devices, 
is transmitted herewith for Your Majesty's approval. 

And the Right Honourable the Lords Conmiissioners of the Admiralty, 
the Right Honourable the Earl of Clarendon, the Right Honourable the 
Earl Granville, the Most Noble the Duke of Argyll, and the Right 
Honourable Edward Card well, are to give the necessary directions herein 
accordingly. 



Distinguishing Flags, 

Ships employed in the service of a Public Office. 

Art. 26, p. 10, of Addenda to Queen's Regulations. 

Ships and vessels employed in the service of any public office shall 
carry a Blue Ensign, and a small Blue Flag with a Union described in a 
canton at the upper comer thereof, next to the staff, as a Jack ; but in the 
centre of such Ensign and Jack, there shall be described the Seal or Badge 
of the office to which they belong. Commission Officers serving with the 
permission of the Admiralty as Mail Agents in Contract Vessels may, when 
in their boats, wear therein a similar Blue Pendant ; but when such Pendant 
is displayed, the Ensign, with the Seal or Badge of the office to which the 
vessel belongs, must also be displayed in the boat. 

Colonial Colours. 

Art. 25, p. 10, of Addenda to Queen's Regulations. 

The following are the regulations as to the Flags to be borne by any 
vessel maintained by any Colony under the clauses of the Colonial Defence 
Act, 28 Vic, cap. 14 : — 

1. Any Vessel provided and used under the 3rd Section of the said Act 
shall wear the Blue Ensign, with the Seal or Badge of the Colony in the fly 
thereof, and a Blue Pendant. 

2. All Vessels belonging to, or permanently in the service of the 
Colonies, but not commissioned as vessels of war under the Act above 
referred to, shall wear a similar Blue Ensign, but not the Pendant. 

The Blue Ensign. (Naval Reserve Flag.) 

Art. 27, p. 11, of Addenda to Queen's Regulations. 

British Merchant Ships fulfilling the following conditions wiU be 
allowed to wear the Blue Ensign of Her Majesty's Fleet : — 
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Conditions. 

1. The Officer Commanding the ship must be an Officer of the Royal 
Naval Reserve. 

2. Ten of the crew must be men belonging to the Royal Naval 
Reserve. 

3. Before hoisting the Blue Ensign the ship must be provided with an 
Admiralty Warrant.* 

Note 1. — Ships failing to fulfil the above conditions, unless such failure 
is caused by death or other circumstances over which the Owners have no 
control, will no longer be entitled to wear the Blue Ensign. 

Note 2. — Officers commanding Iler Majesty's Ships meeting with ships 
carrying the Blue Ensign will be authorised to go on board such ships, at 
any convenient opportunity, and see that these conditions are strictly 
carried out, provided that they are superior in rank to the Officer of the 
Royal Naval Reserve. 

Note 3. — Applications for permission to wear the Blue Ensign will be 
forwarded to the Admiralty from the Lords of the Committee of Privy 
Council for Trade, who will issue regulations as to the mode of proceeding. 

Note 4. — All former instructions respecting the Blue Ensign are hereby 
cancelled.

Flags. 

Questions having arisen as to the Flags which should be worn by Hired 
Transports, also by Hired Vessels employed in Surveying Service under 
command of Officers of Her Majesty's Savy, the Lords Commissioners of 
the Admiralty are pleased to direct as follows : — 

2. Hired Transports are to wear the Blue Ensign, with the Yellow 
Admiralty Anchor in the fly ; and when the vessel is in charge of a Com- 
missioned Officer of the Royal Mavy, she is to carry in addition a Blue 
Pendant with the Admiralty Badge at the upper part, next to the mast. 

3. Hired Vessels employed. in Surveying Service, when conmianded by 
Officers in Her Majesty's Navy, are to wear the Blue Ensign and Pendant. 

4. The foregoing directions are to be substituted for the sentence in 
Art. 26, chap. 3, of the Addenda, beginning " Hired Troop or Store Ships " 
and ending *' Mast."

Admiralty, 21st February, 1874. 
Seizure of Illegal Colours hoisted on board Merchant Vessels. 

The Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty have had under their con- 
sideration the above question, and are pleased to issue the following 
directions : — 

With respect to the carrying of improper colours by British Merchant 
vessels, the 105th section of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, provides as 
follows : — '•* If any colours usually worn by Her Majesty's ships, or any 
colours resembUng those of Her Majesty, or any distinctive national 
colours, except the Red Ensign usually worn by merchant ships, or except 
the Union Jack with a white border, or if the Pendant usually carried by 
Her Majesty's ships, or any Pendant in anywise resembling such Pendant, 
are, or is hoisted on board any ship or boat belonging to any subject of 
Her Majesty, without warrant for so doing from Her Majesty or from the 
Admiralty, the Master of such ship or boat, or the Owner thereof, if on 
board the same, and every other person hoisting or joining, or assisting in 
hoisting, the same shall, for every such offence, incur a penalty not exceed- 
ing £500 ; and it shall be lawful for any Officer on full pay in the military 
or naval service of Her Majesty, or any British Officer of the Customs, or 
any British Consular Officer, to board any such ship or boat, and to take 
away any such Jack, Colours or Pendant, and such Jack, Colours or Pendant 
shall be forfeited to Her Majesty." 

2. Before exercising the above power in any case, the Naval Officer 
will send a communication in writing to the Master of the vessel, calling 
his attention to the above-mentioned section of the Merchant Shipping Act, 
and will further allow a reasonable time to elapse from the delivery of such 
communication. 

3. In any home port the Officer will also, if he thinks necessary, apply 
to superior authority for instructions ; and in any foreign port he will, by 
conununicating with the Consul, or otherwise, endeavour to avoid giving 
offence to the local authorities. 

4. Sec. 3 and 4 of Art. 12, p. 19, of the Queen's Regulations, and 
Circular No. 6 L. of the 4th February, 1869, are hereby cancelled.

The following Extracts from the " Instructions to Lloyds' Agents " have 

been printed by the Committee of Lloyds, for the information of Her 

Majesty's Consuls and Representatives, Commanders of Vessels and 

others. 

It is essential that Lloyds' Agent should understand that, according to 

English law, the Master of a vessel has, as Agent of the Shipowner, 

control over both ship and cargo, and is responsible for both. Nothing 

less than a special power can take away this control over the property 
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confided to his charge ; but the Master can appoint an Agent, and it is 
presumed that fie will, on behalf of the Assured, or their representatives, 
readily avail himself of the assistance of an Agent who is specially 
appointed by Lloyds, and whose co-operation will facilitate the settlement 
of loss or average with the underwriters. 

In every act of interference, whether by advice or otherwise, the 
Agent is not to be considered as the representative of the underwriters 
upon any particular policy, except when he is specially instructed to that 
effect, but rather as a person whose duty it is, from the nature of his 
appointment, to protect underwriters from fraud, negligence, or mis- 
management in the mode of treating property in peril or under damage. 

Shipping Lists. — ^The Agent will furnish, on the forms supplied by the 
Secretary and in accordance with the instructions received from him from 
time to time, prompt and regular advices of the arrival and sailing of 
vessels. He should also send the names of vessels arriving with damage, 
or having damaged goods on board, which have been surveyed under his 
superintendence ; and the names of such vessels with damaged goods as 
have not been surveyed under his superintendence, and the reasons that 
may have prevented him from attending the survey of the whole or any 
part of the damaged goods in each cargo. Supplies of shipping forms and 
envelopes can be had on application to the Secretary of Lloyds. 

Abandonment. — In no case is the Agent to accept an abandonment of 
either ship or cargo as the representative of the underwriters : he must 
in all cases leave the persons who abandon to act upon their own 
responsibility. 

Total Loss. — In case of shipwreck, the Agent will take charge of the 
property in the absence of the Master or Owner of the vessel or goods or 
any of their representatives, or any legal authority, and he will make such 
arrangements for its protection and preservation as he may deem expedient. 
He will also give immediate advice of the circumstances to the assured, and 
follow their instructions in all cases where he can obtain them. 

Attendance of Master. — ^All surveys should be attended by the Master 
of the vessel, who shotld also sign the certificate of survey. In case 
the Master refuses to attend or is prevented from attending, the Agent 
will note the fact on the certificate, and the reason of the Master's 
absence. 

Bottomry.-— 'Particulars of Bottomry and Respondentia Bonds should in 
all cases be reported to the Committee. The raising of necessary funds 
by these means should not be resorted to unless credit cannot otherwise 
be obtained, and the Owner should in all cases be previously communicated 
with, either by letter or by telegraph. The sale of vessels or cargoes at 
ports of arrival under these bonds should also be reported. 

Auctions. — In cases where combination amongst buyers is likely to 
defeat the integrity of a public sale, the Agent should see that sealed 
tenders are advertised for, if such a course can be legally pursued. 

Auctioneers. — With a view to prevent frauds upon underwriters at 
public sales, the Agent should endeavour, whenever a sale is unavoidably 
necessary, to have a voice in the appointment of the Auctioneer, and he 
should see that due publicity of the sale is given in each case. 

Ship Stranded. — When a vessel is in distress, or on shore, within the

limits of his district, it is the duty of Lloyds* Agent to offer his services 
to the Master. 

Condemnation as Unseaworthy. — When it is proposed to condemn as 
unsea worthy a vessel that has sustained damage, the Agent is to use every 
means in his power to prevent such condemnation, unless it is evident that 
the vessel cannot be repaired so as to enable her to prosecute her voyage. 
In case a vessel cannot be repaired, and her condemnation as unseaworthy 
becomes unavoidable, it is the duty of the Agent to investigate carefully 
and to distinguish whether such condemnation is caused by perils of the 
sea or by any natural defect or decay. 

Surveyors and Repair. — In the event of repairs being necessary to 
enable a ship to proceed oa her voyage, the Agent will see that properly 
qualified men are appointed surveyors. 

In selecting a surveyor, the Committee would prefer that the choice 
should fall upon the Surveyor to " Lloyds' Register of British and Foreign 
Shipping," whenever there is one stationed at the port. 

It is necessary that the Surveyors should distinguish as far as possible 
in their survey and estimates between the damage sustained during the 
voyage in which the vessel is actually engaged and the damages or defects 
existing prior thereto, and which are chargeable to the Owners. 

Documents. — The necessary documents in cases of claim against the 
underwriters on the ship are : — 

1. The Protest, which should be compared with the Log-Book and 

certified by the Agent, who should report any discrepancies that 
may be discovered between them. 

2. Surveys describing distinctly the cause of damage. 

3. Greneral account of disbursements. 

4. Vouchers or receipted bills included in the general account, and 

discount allowed if any. 

5. Rate of exchange. 

6. The Bottomry Bond (where there is one). 

7. The value of the ship and the certificate, according to Form B in 

the Schedule. 
Survey. — Lloyds' Agent, if called on by the consignees of a cargo to 
certify damage, will only act as a Surveyor when his experience of the 
class of goods to be surveyed enables him to pronounce an accurate 
opinion. But when he does not act himself he will appoint properly 
qualified surveyors, and will take care that the survey is conducted in 
accordance with the following general instructions : — 

1. A special survey should be held on the hatches of the vessel, and 

particularly with reference to the stowage and dunnage of the 
cargo. 

2. Damage by sea water during the voyage should be carefully dis- 

tinguished fri)m damage arising from other causes, as, for 
example, from bad stowage or packing, vermin, pilfering, inherent 
causes, or from the goods having been exposed to rain or damp 
before shipping or after discharging. 

In some cases it may be necessary that the Agent should personally 
satisfy himself that these instructions are carried out. 

Survey of Goods on Landing. — ^The survey of damage should take 
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place as soon as the goods are landed, and with this object the Agent 
should immediately offer his services to the consignee. In the event of 
any unreasonable delay taking place before the Agent's services are called 
in, the Agent should not refuse a survey, but should grant a certificate, 
with the date of the arrival of the vessel, and the date and place of survey 
prominently noted on it. 

Sound to be separated from Damaged. — The Agent is to see that the 
sound portions of each package are separated from the damaged, and he 
will particularise the quantity of each in his certificate. In the event of 
the separation of the sound goods from the damaged not being assented 
to by the consignees, the Agent will notify their objections. 

Damage in Craft. — In all ports where it is necessary to discharge 
goods into lighters or craft, the Agent is required to ascertain whether 
the person in charge of such lighter or craft has demanded of the Master 
or Mate of the vessel discharging, a certificate, or himself given a receipt, 
expressing any apparent damage or defects in the goods delivered over to 
him ; and the Agent is to make a note of the same upon his survey. 

Deck Loads. — The Agent will ascertain and notify whether any and 
what goods were laden on deck. 

Sale of Goods at an intermediate Port. — In the case of a vessel putting 
into an intermediate port, the Agent should protest against the sale of any 
part of the cargo unless absolutely necessary from its perishable condition. 

In the case of a vessel being wrecked short of its destination, the 
Agent will offer to co-operate with the Master or other representatives of 
the Assured in procunng a conveyance for the cargo to its original desti- 
nation in the best and most expeditious manner. 

Sale to take place in reasonable Time.— The sale should take place 
within a reasonable time from the period of landing, and the usual certi- 
ficate of sound value should give the market value of the goods at the 
date of sale. 

Exaggerated Valuations. — Care should be taken to guard against 
exaggerated valuations ; and if part of the goods arrive in a sound state, 
and are sold, a certified copy of the sale of such sound part should always 
be furnished. 

Documents. — The documents required by the underwriter for the 
adjustment of average on goods damaged by sea water are as follows : — 

1 . The protest, which should be compared with the Log-Book and 

certified by the Agent, who should report any discrepancies that 
may be discovered between them. 

2. Survey on board and certificate of stowage. 

3. Survey on goods lauded, stating clearly cause and nature of 

damage ; if the damage does not arise from sea water, the same 
should be certified," as well as its probable cause. The survey 
should also state the mode in which the goods were packed ; 
and if in tin or zinc, whether properly soldered ; and in cases 
of claim for leakage of liquids, the condition of the packages 
on landing, and whether the same were of good construction and 
fit for the voyage. 

4. Custom House Certificate of rebate of duties on account of damage. 

5. Certificate of the market price or value of the goods at the time of 
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sale for cash if they had arrived free from damage, or certificate 
of the actual sale of the sound, which is always to be preferred. 

6. Account sales of damaged goods duly certfeed and showing 

whether sold in bond or duty paid, and for cash or credit ; and 
if for credit state what deduction for discount should be made to 
reduce the proceeds of sales to cash. 

7. The Agent to certify on his certificate which of the charges de- 

scribed in the documents are extra in consequence of the damage, 
and if sold by auction whether any and what portion of the 
auctioneer's commission is returned, also if any and what charges 
are paid by the buyers of the goods. 

8. In cases of damage to articles usually sold by weight, it is desir- 

able, where practicable, to forward a certificate of the weight 
of the sea-damaged portion, also the total gross and net landing 
weight of the sound portion of each mark separately. 

Capture of Neutral Goods in Enemies' Vessels. — If the country in 
which the Agent resides is at war with any other country, and a captured 
vessel of that other country should be brought into any port within the 
Agent's district, he should watch the proceedings of the Prize Court, and 
endeavour to prevent any sale of the cargo either before or after the 
condemnation of the vessel as lawful prize. 

In reporting the circumstances to Lloyds, he should point out par- 
ticularly what steps it will be necessary for the owners of the goods to 
take, whether in any local Marine Court or in the Central Court of Prize, 
to obtain possession of their goods, and should specify the documents 
which the Court will require for establishing the ownership of the goods, 
and for proving that the owners belong to a neutral country. 

Insured Property in peril. — When a vessel is in distress or on shore 
within the limits of his district, it i& the duty of Lloyds' Agent to make 
such arrangements with the Master for recovering, saving or preserving 
the property as may be deemed expedient. It is repeated that the Agent, 
by this instruction, is not empowered to accept an abandonment of either 
ship or cargo. 

Salvage. — In all cases where salvage or remuneration is claimed for 
assistance rendered to vessels, the Agent should attend the meetings of 
commissioners, magistrates, or other persons legally authorized to deter- 
mine the amount, in order to rebut, by the evidence of the Master and 
crew, any exaggerated statements on the part of the salvors. 

Salvage for Recapture. — It has frequently happened, when a vessel has 
been captured and recaptured, that instead of the salvage being paid, and 
the vessel proceeding to her port of destination, both vessel and cargo 
have been sold for the payment of salvage, and the loss of the under- 
writers been thereby much increased. It is therefore incumbent on the 
Agent to endeavour, upon every occasion, to take such steps as appear 
requisite for an adjustment of the salvage, so that the vessel may proc.eed 
with her cargo to her port of destination. 

Average Statements. — ^The Agent is not to make up or sign any state- 
ment of average, either general or particular, leaving any claim to be 
adjusted between the underwriters and the assured, upon the documents 
furnished.

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Instructions to Commanders and Mates for the Stowage oj Mioced Cargoes^ 
Approved and Recommended hy the Committee for Managing the Affairs of 
Lloyds, 

1. Owners, Commanders and Mates of ships are considered in law. in the 
same situation as common carriers ; it is therefore necessary that all due 
precautious be taken to receive and stow cargoes in good order, and 
deliver the same in like good order. The law holds the Shipowner liable 
for the safe custody of the goods when properly and legally received 
on board in good order, and for the " delivery," to parties producing the 
bill of lading. The Captain's blank bill of lading should be receipted by 
the Warehouse Keeper or pei'son authorised to receive the contents. Goodis 
are not unfrequently sent alongside in a damaged state, and letters of 
indemnity given to the Captain by the Shippers for signing in good order 
and condition ; this is nothiug more nor less than conniving at fraud ; fine 
goods are often damaged in the ship's hold by lumpers, if permitted to use 
cotton hooks in handling bales. All goods must be received on board 
according to the custom of the port where the cargo is to be taken in, and 
the same custom will regulate the commencement of the responsibility of 
the Masters and Owners. 

2. Hemp, flax, wool and cotton should be dunnaged 9 inches on the 
floors, and to the upper part of the bilge, the wing bales of the second 
tier kept 6 inches off the side at the lower corner, and 2^ inches at 
the sides. Sand or damp gravel ballast to be covered with boards. Pumps 
to be frequently sounded and attended to. Sharp-bottomed ships one-third 
less dunnage in floor and bilges. Avoid horn shavings as dunnage from 
Calcutta. 

3. All corn, wheat, rice, pease, beans, &c., when in bulk, to be stowed 
on a good high platform, or dunnaged wood, of not less than 10 inches, 
and in the bUges 14 inches dunnage ; the pumps and masts cased, to have 
strong bulkheads, good shifting boards, with feeders and ventilators, and 
to have no admixture of other goods. Flat-floored, wall-sided ships should 
be fitted with bilge pumps. On no consideration must the staunchions 
under the beams be removed. 

4. Oil, wine, spirits, beer, molasses, tar, &c., to be stowed btmg up ; to 
have good cross beds at the quarters (and not to trust to hanging beds), 
to be well chocked with wood, and allowed to stow three heights of pipes 
or butts, four heights of puncheons, and six heights of hogsheads or half- 
puncheons. All moist goods and liquids, such as salted hides, bales of 
bacon, butter, lard, grease, castor oil, &c., should not be stowed too near 
*' dry goods," whose nature is to absorb moisture. Shipowners have often 
to pay heavy damages for leakage in casks of molasses, arising from stowing 
too many heights without an intervening platform or 'twixt decks. Prom 
Bengal goods also are frequently damaged by castor oil. 

5. Tea and flour, iu barrels ; flax, clover and linseed, or rice, in tierces ; 
coffee and cocoa, in bags, should always have 9 inches, at least, 6f good 
dunnage in the bottom, and 14 to the upper part of the bilges, with 2^ inches 
at the sides ; allowed to stow six heights of tierces, and eight heights of 
barrels. All ships above 600 tons should have 'twixt decks or platforms 
laid for these cargoes, to ease the pressure ; caulked 'twixt decks should 
have scuppers in the sides, and 2^ inches of dunnage laid athwart ship, and 
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not fore-and-aft ways, when in bags or sacks ; and when in boxes or 
casks not less than one inch. Rice from Calcutta is not unfrequently 
damaged by indigo, for want of care in stowing. 

6. Entire cargoes of sugar, saltpetre and guano, in bags, must have the 
dunnage carefully attended to, as laid down for other goods. Timber ships 
are better without 'twixt decks if loading all timber or deals. Brown 
sugar to be kept separate from white sugar, and both kept from direct 
contact with saltpetre. 

7. Pot and pearl ashes, tobacco, bark, indigo, madders, gum, &c., 
whether in casks, cases, or bales, to be dunnaged in the bottom, and to the 
upper part of the bilges, at least 9 inches, and 2^ inches at the sides. 

8. Miscellaneous goods, such as boxes of cheese, kegs and tubs of 
lard, or other small or slight-made packages, not intended for broken 
stowage, should be stowed by themselves, and dunnaged as other goods. 

9. Barrels of provisions, and tallow casks, allowed to stow six heights. 
All metals should be stowed under, and separated from, goods liable to be 
damaged by contact. 

10. All manufactured goods, also dry hides, bales of silk, or other 
valuable articles, should have 2^ inches of dunnage against the side, to 
preserve a water-course. Bundles of sheet iron, rods, pigs of copper or 
iron, or any rough hard substance, should not be allowed to come in 
contact with bales or bags, or any soft packages liable to be chafed. When 
mats can be procured they should be used at the sides of silk, tea, &c. 

11. Tar, turpentine, rosin, &c., to have the flat beds of wood under the 
quarters, of an inch thick, and allowed to stow six heights. 

12. Very frequent and serious loss falls on merchants on the upper part 
of cargoes, particularly in vessels that bring wheat, corn, tobacco, oil 
cake, &c., arising from vapour damage imbibed by wheat, flour and other 
goods stowed in the same vessel with turpentine, or other strong-scented 
articles : the Shippers are to blame for such negligence, for not making due 
inquiry before shipping. 

13. Ships laden with full cargoes of coal, bound round Cape Horn or 
Cape of Good Hope, to be provided with approved ventilators as a preventive 
against ignition. 

14. No vessel bound on any over-sea voyage, should on any account be 
loaded beyond that point of immersion which will present a clear side out 
of water, when upright, of 3 inches to every foot depth of hold, measured 
amidships, from the height of the deck at the side to the water. 

iVb^e.— Shippers abroad, when they know that their cargoes will be 
stowed properly, will give a preference, and at higher rates, to such 
Commanders of ships as wHl undertake to guarantee the dunnage. The 
American shipowners, in the stowage of mixed cargoes in large ships, 
have from experieuce discovered what " pressure " flour barrels, provision 
casks, &c., will . bear, and so avoid reclamations for damage if otherwise 
properly stowed ; hence, in large ships above 600 tons, with dimensions 
exceeding in length four and a-half times the beam, and 21 feet depth of 
hold, orlop decks will come into general use, so as to relieve the pressure 
by dividing a ship's hold, like a warehouse, into storeys. A large ship, 
called the " Liverpool," which left New Y'ork in December last with an 
entire cargo of flour, has never since been heard of ; it is supposed the

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lower tiers of barrels gave way under the pressure, and the cargo having 
got loose, shifted in a gale of wind and capsized the vessel. Ships' cargoes, 
for insurance, will also become a matter of special agreement between 
Merchant and Shipowner and Merchant and Underwriters, and the premium 
vary according to the dunnage agreement. The stowage and dunnage 
must stand A I, and is often of m(»re importance than the class of the 
vessel, as experience has proved. When ships are chartered for a lump 
sum, the draft of water should be limited, as it not unfrequently happens 
that Brokers insert a clause that coals are not to be considered as dead 
weight, in order to fill the ship up in case of goods falling short to make 
up the chartered freight. All packages, bales and cases not weighing more 
than 15 cwt. to the cubic ton measurement, are designated as light 
freights.

5. Sums and other effects received by Consular Officers in respect of 

the estates of Deceased British subjects. 
II. With regard to all other sums of money or property deposited with 
Her Britannic Majesty's Consular Officers for private convenience, Her 
Britannic Majesty's Government admit no responsibility whatever.f 



Consular Convention between France and the United States of America. 

1853. 

By the President of the United States of America. 

A Proclamation. 

Whereas a Consular Convention between the United States of America 
and His Majesty the Emperor of the French was concluded and signed, in 
this city, by their respective Plenipotentiaries, on the twenty-third day of

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February last, which Convention, as amended by the Senate of the United 
States, and being in the English and French languages, is, word for word, 
as follows : — 

Consular Convention between the United States of America and 
His Majesty the Emperor of the French. 

The President of the United States of America and His Majesty the 
Emperor of the French, being equally desirous to strengthen the bonds of 
friendship between the two nations, and to give a new and more ample 
development to their commercial intercourse, deem it expedient, for the 
accomplishment of that purpose, to conclude a Special Convention which 
shall determine, in a precise and reciprocal manner, the rights, privileges, 
and duties of the Consuls of the two countries. 

Accordingly they have named — 

The President of the United States ; 

The Honourable Edward Everett, Secretary of State of the United 
States ; 

His Majesty the Emperor of the French ; 

The Count de Sartiges, Commander of the Imperial Order of the Legion 
of Honour, &c., &c., His Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary at Washington ; 

Who, after communicating to each other their full powers, found in 
good and due form, have agreed upon the following Articles : — 

Art. I. The Consuls-Greneral, Consuls, and Vice-Consuls, or Consular 
Agents of the United States and France, shall be reciprocally received and 
recognized, on the presentation of their Commissions, in the form established 
in their respective countries. The necessary exequatur for the exercise of 
their functions shall be furnished to them without charge ; and on the 
exhibition of this exequatur, they shall be admitted at once, and without 
difficulty, by the territorial authorities, Federal or State, judicial or execu- 
tive of the ports, cities, and places of their residence and district, to the 
enjoyment of the prerogatives reciprocally granted. The Government 
that furnishes the exequatur reserves the right to withdraw it on a 
statement of the reasons for which it has thought proper to do so. 

Art. II. The Consuls-General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, or Consular Agents 
of the United States and France, shall enjoy in the two countries the 
piivileges usually accorded to their offices, such as personal immunity, 
except in the case of crime, exemption from military billetings, from service 
in the militia or the national guard, and other duties of the same nature ; 
and from all direct and personal taxation, whether Federal, State, or Muni- 
cipal. If, however, the said Consuls-General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, or 
Consular Agents, are citizens of the country in which they reside ; if they 
are, or become, owners of property there, or engage in commerce, they 
shall be subject to the same taxes and imposts, and, with the reservation 
of the treatment granted to commercial agents, to the same jurisdiction as 
other citizens of the country who are owners of property or merchants. 

They may place on the outer door of their offices, or of their dwelhng- 
houses, the arms of their nation, with an inscription in these words : 
" Consul of the United States," or '* Consul of France"; and they shall be 
allowed to hoist the flag of their country thereon. 
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They shall never be compelled to appear as witnesses before the courts. 
When any declaration for judicial purposes, or deposition, is to be received 
from them in the administration of justice, they shall be invited in writing 
to appear in court, and, if unable to do so, their testimony shall be requested 
in writing, or be taken orally at their dwellings. 

Consular Pupils shall enjoy the same personal privileges and immunities 
as Consuls-Greneral, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, or Consular Agents. 

In case of death, indisposition, or absence of the latter, the Chancellors, 
Secretaries, and Consular Pupils attached to their oflBces, shall be entitled 
to discharge ad interim the duties of their respective posts ; and shall enjoy 
whilst thus acting the prerogatives granted to the incumbents. 

Art. III. The Consular offices and dwellings shall be inviolable. The 
local authorities shall not invade them under any pretext. In no case 
shall they examine or seize the papers there deposited. In no case shall 
those offices or dwellings be used as places of asylum. 

Art. IV. The Consuls-Greneral, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, or Consular Agents, 
of both countries, shall have the right to complain to the authorities of the 
respective Governments, whether federal or local, judicial or executive, 
throughout the extent of their Consular district, of any infraction of the 
treaties or conventions existing between the Um'ted States and France, or 
for the purpose of protecting informally the rights and interests of their 
countrymen, especially in cases of absence. Should there be no Diplomatic 
Agent of their nation, they shall be authorised, in case of need, to have 
recourse to the General or Federal Government of the country in which 
they exercise their functions. 

Art. V. The respective Consuls-General and Consuls shall be free to 
establish, in such parts of their districts as they may see fit, Vice-Consuls, 
or Consular Agents, who may be taken indiscriminately from among 
Americans of the United States, Frenchmen, or citizens of other countries. 
These Agents, whose nomination it is understood shall be submitted to the 
approval of the respective Governments, shall be provided with a certi- 
ficate given to them by the Consul by whom they are named, and under 
whose orders they are to act. 

Art. VI. The Consuls-General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, or Consular Agents, 
shall have right of taking at their offices or bureaux, at the domicile of 
the parties concerned, or on board ship, the declarations of captains, crews, 
passengers, merchants, or citizens of their country, and of executing there 
all requisite papers. 

The respective Consuls-General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, or Consular 
Agents, shall have the right also to receive at their offices or bureaux, 
conformably to the laws and regulations of their country, all acts of agree- 
ment executed between the citizens of their own country and the citizens 
or inhabitants of the country in which they reside, and even all such acts 
between the latter, provided that these acts relate to property situated, or 
to business to be transacted, in the territory of the nation to which the 
Consul or the Agent before whom they are executed may belong. 

Copies of such papers, duly authenticated by the Consi3s-6eneral, 
Consuls, Vice-Consuls, or Consular Agents, and sealed with the official 
seal of their Consulate or Consular Agency, shall be admitted in courts 
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of justice throughout the United States and France, in like manner as the 
originals. 

Art. VII. In all the States of the Union, whose existing laws permit it, 
so long and to the same extent as the said laws shall remain in force. 
Frenchmen shall enjoy the right of possessing personal and real property 
by the same title and in the same manner as the citizens of the United 
States. They shall be free to dispose of it as they may please, either 
gratuitously or for value received, by donation, testament, or otherwise, 
just as those citizens themselves ; and in no case shall they be subjected 
to taxes on transfer, inheritance, or any others different from those paid by 
the latter, or to taxes which shall not be equally imposed. 

As to the States of the Union, by whose existing laws aUens are not 
permitted to hold real estate, the President engages to recommend to them 
the passage of such laws as may be necessary for the purpose of con- 
ferring this right. 

In Uke manner, but with the reservation of the ulterior right of estab- 
lishing reciprocity in regard to possession and inheritance, the Government 
of France accords to the citizens of the United States the same rights 
within its territory in respect to real and personal property, and to inherit- 
ance, as are enjoyed there by its own citizens. 

Art. VIII. The respective Consuls-General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, or 
Consular Agents, shall have exclusive charge of the internal order of the 
merchant vessels of their nation, and shall alone take cognizaii(« of differ- 
ences which may arise, either at sea or in port, between the captain, 
officers, and crew, without exception, particularly in reference to the adjust- 
ment of wages and the execution of contracts. The local authorities 
shall not, on any pretext, interfere in these differences, but shall lend 
forcible aid to the Consuls, when they may ask it, to arrest and imprison 
all persons composing the crew whom they may deem it necessary to con- 
fine. Those persons shall be arrested at the sole request of t^e Consuls, 
addressed in writing to the local authority, and supported by an official 
extract from the register of the ship or the Hst of the crew, and shall be 
held, during the whole time of their stay in the port, at the disposal of the 
(consuls. Their release shall be granted at the mere request of the Consuls 
made in writing. The expenses of the arrest and detention of those persons 
shall be paid by the Consuls. 

Art. IX. The respective Consuls-General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls or 
Consular Agents, may arrest the officers, sailors and all other persons 
making part of the crews of ships of war or merchant vessels of their 
nation, who may be guilty or be accused of having deserted said ships and 
vessels, for the purpose of sending them on board, or back to their country. 
To that end, the Consuls of France in the United States shall apply to the 
magistrates designated in the Act of Congress of May 4, 1826, that is to 
say, indiscriminately to any of the Federal, State or Municipal Authorities ; 
and the Consuls of the United States in France shall apply to any of the 
competent authorities and make a request in writing for the d«:3serters, 
supporting it by an exhibition of the registers of the vessel and list of the 
crew, or by other official documents, to show that the men whom they 
claim belonged to said crew. Upon such request alone, thus supported, 
and without the exaction of any oath from the Consuls, the deserters, not 
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being citizens of the country where the demand is made, either at the time 
of their shipping or of their arrival in the port, shall be given up to them. 
All aid and protection shall be furnished them for the pursuit, seizure and 
arrest of the deserters, who shall even be put and kept in the prisons of 
the country at the request and at the expense of the Consuls until these 
Agents may find an opportunity of sending them away. If, however, such 
opportunity should not present itself within the space of three months, 
counting from the day of the arrest, the deserters shall be set at liberty, 
and shall not again be arrested for the same cause. 

Art. X. The respective Consuls-General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls or Con- 
sular Agents, shall receive the declarations, protests and reports of all 
captains of vessels of their nation in reference to injuries experienced at 
sea ; they shall examine and take note of the stowage, and when there 
are no stipulations to the contrary between the owners, freighters or 
insurers, they shall be charged with the repairs. If any inhabitants of the 
country in which the Consuls reside, or citizens of a third nation, are 
interested in the matter, and the parties cannot agree, the competent local 
authority shall decide. 

Art. XI. All proceedings relative to the salvage of American vessels 
wrecked upon the coasts of France, and of French vessels wrecked upon 
the coasts of the United States, shall be respectively directed by the 
Consuls-General, Consuls and Vice-Consuls of the United States in France, 
and by the Consuls-General, Consuls and Vice-Consuls of France in the 
United States, and until their arrival by the respective Consular Agents 
wherever an agency exists. In the places and ports where an agency 
does not exist, the local authorities, until the arrival of the Consul in whose 
district the wreck may have occurred, and who shall be inunediately 
informed of the occurrence, shall take all necessary measures for the pro- 
tection of persons and the preservation of property. 

The local authorities shall not otherwise interfere than for the main- 
tenance of order, the protection of the interests of the salvors, if they do not 
belong to the crews that have been wrecked, and to carry into effect the 
arrangements made for the entry and exportation of the merchandise 
saved. 

It is understood that such merchandise shall not be subjected to any 
custom-house duty if it is to be re-exported, and, if it be entered for con- 
sumption, a diminution of such duty shall be allowed in conformity with 
the regulations of the respective countries. 

Art, XII. The respective Consuls-General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls or 
Consular Agents, as well as their Consular Pupils, Chancellors and Secre- 
taries, shall enjoy in the two countries all the other privileges, exemptions 
and immunities which may at any future time be granted to the Agents of 
the same rank of the n^ost favoured nation. 

Art. XIII. The present Convention shall remain in force for the space 
of ten years from the day of the exchange of the ratifications, which shall 
be made in conformity with the respective constitutions of the two 
coimtries, and exchanged at Washington within the period of six months, 
or sooner, if possible. In case neither party gives notice, twelve months 
before the expiration of the said period of ten years, of its intention not to 
renew this Convention, it shall remain in force a year longer, and so on 
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from year to year, until the expiration of a year from the day on which 
one of the parties shall give such notice. 

In testimony whereof, the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed this 
Convention, and hereunto afiBxed their respective seals. 

Done at the city of Washington, the twenty-third day of February, 
anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and fifty-three.

And whereas the said Convention, as amended, has been duly ratified 
on both parts, and the respective ratifications of the same were exchanged 
at Washington, on the eleventh instant, by William L. Marcy, Secretary of 
State of the United States, and the Count de Sartiges, Commander of the 
Imperial Order of the Legion of Honour, &c., &c., &c., and Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of His Majesty the Emperor of the 
French, near the Government of the United States, on the part of their 
respective Governments. 

Now, therefore, be it known, that I, Franklin Pierce, President of the 
United States of America, have caused the said Convention to be made 
public, to the end that the same and every clause and article thereof may 
be observed and fulfilled with good faith by the United States and the 
citizens thereof. 

In witness whereof, I have hereunto set my hand and caused the seal 
of the United States to be affixed. 

Done at the city of Washington, this twelfth day of August, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty-three, and of the 
Independence of the United States the seventy-eighth.

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Regulations for Maintaining Discipline^ sanctioned hy the Board of Trade^ in 

pursuance of the Merchant Shipping Act, s. 149. 

These Regulations are distinct from and in addition to those contained 
in the Act, and are sanctioned but not universally required by law. All or 
any of them may be adopted by agreement between a Master and his 
crew, and thereupon the offences specified in such of them as are so adopted 
will be legally punishable by the appropriate fines or punishments. 

These Regulations are all numbered, and the numbers of such of them 
as are adopted must be inserted in the space left for that purpose in the 
Agreement, page 1 88, and the following copy of these Regulations must be 
made to correspond with the Agreement by erasing such of the Regula- 
tions as are not adopted* If the Agreement is made before the Superin- 
tendent of a Mercantile Marine Office, his signature or initials must be 
opposite such of the Regulations as are adopted. 

For the purpose of legally enforcing any of the followmg penalties, the 
same steps must be adopted as in the case of other offences punishable 
under the Act ; that is to say, a statement of the offence must, immediately 
after its commission, be entered i a the Official Log Book by the direction of 
the Master, and must at the same time be attested to be true by the signa- 
tures of the Master and the Mate, or one of the crew ; and a copy of such 
entry must be furnished, or the same must be read over, to the offender 
before the ship reaches any port or departs from the port at which she is ; 
and an entry that the same has been so furnished or read over, and of the 
reply, if any, of the offender, must be made and signed in the same 
manner as the entry of the offence. These entries must, upon discharge of 
the offender, be shown to the. Superintendent of a Mercantile Marine 
Office before whom the offender is discharged ; and if he is satisfied that 
' the offence is proved, and that the entries have been properly made, the 
fine must be deducted from the offender's wagesj and paid over to the 
Superintendent. 

If, in consequence of subsequent good conduct, the Master thinks fit to 
remit or reduce any fine upon any member of his crew which has been 
entered in the Official Log, and signifies the same to the Superintendent, the 
fine shall be remitted or reduced accordingly. If wages are contracted for 
by the voyage or by share, the amount of the fines is to be ascertained in 
the manner in which the amount of forfeiture is ascertained in similar cases 
under Sect. 252.

Instructions to Masters. 

Agreements — 

1. The Merchant Shipping Act requires the Master of every ship, 
except ships of less than eighty tons exclusively employed in the coasting 
trade, to enter into an Agreement with every seaman whom he carries to 
sea as one. of his crew. The term " seaman" includes every person, except 
Masters, pilots, and apprentices (duly indentiu-ed and registered) employed 
or engaged in any capacity on board any ship. 

2. In order to enable the seamen to know the contents of the Agree- 
ment, the Master at the commencement of the voyage is bound, under a 
penalty of £5, to have a legible copy (omitting the signatures) placed in an 
accessible part of the ship. 

3. All alterations in any Agreement (except additions in shipping sub- 
stitutes) are inoperative unless proved to have been made with the consent 
of all persons interested, by the written attestation of a Superintendent 
of a Mercantile Marine Office, Justice, Officer of Customs, Consul or 
Vice-Consul. 

4. Fraudulently altering, or making any false entry in, or delivering a 
false copy of any Agreement, or being party to such an act, may be punished 
by the infliction of a penalty not exceeding £100, or by imprisonment with 
or without hard labour for any period not exceeding six months. 

5. The crews of all British foreign-going ships must be engaged in the 
United Kingdom in the presence of a Superintendent of Mercantile Marine, 
who will read over and explain the Agreement to the seamen before they 
are allowed to sign it. 

6. Steamers, fruit vessels, and other foreign-going vessels, which make 
short and frequent voyages and keep the same crews, are allowed to have 
running Agreements, lasting like those of home-trade ships for six months. 

n2 
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The Masters of these vessels are thus relieved from the necessity of 
discharging' and re-engaghig their crews at the Mercantile Marine Office 
on each return to the United Kingdom. If the crew are engaged under a 
running Agr«iement, the Master, upon every return of the ship to the 
United Kin«:dom, is to deixjsit his Agreement at the Mercantile Marine 
Office, and is to discharge or engage any of his crew before the Super- 
intendent. Before the sliip leaves port, the Master is required to endorse 
on the Agreement whether any changes have been or are intended to be 
made in liis crew. Any false statement renders the Master liable to a 
penalty not exceeding £20. 

Engagement of Crews and Seamen in the United Kingdom — 

7. Whenever a Master of a ship is desirous of making use of the 
Mercantile Marine Office for the purpose of selecting his crew, he must 
inform the Superintendent, so that a notice may be published for the 
information of those men who are seeking employment. 

8. In all cases the Superhitendent should have at least six hours' notice 
of the time at which the Master and crew are to attend to sign the Agree- 
ment. Before the engagement of the crew is proceeded with, the Master 
must — 

(a) Produce the certificates for himself, his Mates, and his Engineers 
(if any). 

(b) Pay all the fees. 

(c) Produce the authority of his Owners, or their Agents, for his issuing 
allotment notes to his crew. 

(d) Produce the Apprentices destined for the voyage together with their 
indentures. 

9. Upon the Master complying with the above Regulations, the Super- 
intendent will, when the engagement of the crew has been completed, give 
him a certificate for clearance outwards. 

10. Superintendents will give the like certificate to Masters of ships 
who have entered hito running Agreements with their crews, upon their 
complying with the Regulations (6) above, and producing at the Mercantile 
Marine Office the certificate of any Mate or Engineer engaged during or 
subsequent to the last voyage. 

11. The engagement of substitutes for seamen who have <^ed or left 
the ship within twenty-four hours of her putting to sea is to be made before 
a Superintendent if practicable, but if not the Master as soon as possible is 
to have the Agreement read over and explained to the substitutes in the 
presence of a witness who is to attest their signatures. 

12. Carrying any seaman to sea without entering into an Agreement 
subjects the Master of a foreign-going ship to a penalty of £5. 

13. The Master of a foreign-going ship incurs a penalty of £5 if he does 
not report to the nearest Mercantile Marine Office any changes in his crew 
before he finally leaves the United Kingdom. 

Ports abroad — 

14. Upon the arrival of the ship at any foreign port where there is a 
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British Consular OflBcer, or at any port in any British possession abroad, 
the Master is bound under a penalty of £20 to deliver within forty-eight 
hours of the ship's arrival (if the ship remains forty-eight hours at the 
port, and is not a passenger ship), to the Consular Officer, or the Chiefs 
Officer of Customs, the Agreement, and all indentures and assignments of 
apprenticeships. These the Officer will keep during the ship's stay at the 
port, and will, within a reasonable time before the ship's departure, return 
them to the Master, with a certificate stating when they were delivered 
and returned. 

15. The engagement or discharge of a seaman abroad must be made 
before the British Consul in a foreign port, or before the Customs Officer in a 
British possession, who will endorse upon the Agreement a certificate 
accordingly. If this certificate be not made, the Master of the ship is liable 
to a penalty. (See also para. 20, 21, and 22 below.) 

Return to the United Kingdom — 

16. The crew of every British foreign-going ship discharged in the 
United Kingdom must be discharged and receive their wages in the pre- 
sence of a Superintendent of a Mercantile Marine Office. An infringement of 
this law renders the Master or Owner liable to a penalty of £10. 

1 7. In all cases in which crews are to be discharged at the Mercantile 
Marine Office, at least twenty -four hours' notice should be given to the 
iutendent by the Master or Owner. 

1 8. Within forty-eight hours after the ship's arrival at her final port of 
destination in the United Kingdom, or upon the discharge of the crew, 
whichever first happens, the Master is to deliver to the Superintendent of 
the Mercantile Marine Office the Agreement with a list of the crew and 
official log book, and accounts of the wages and effects of any seaman or 
apprentice who has died on board during the voyage, whether he formed 
part of the crew or not, any effects remaining unsold, and the balance of 
wages or other moneys belonging to any such seaman or apprentice. The 
Master is also to deliver to the Superintendent the certificates (mate's, 
engineer's, or seamen's, E 2, or R V 2) of any who have died or deserted 
during the voyage. The Superintendent will then give a certificate for the 
purpose of clearance inwards. 

19. The Master is to give to every seaman (or leave with the Super- 
intendent on his behalf) an account, in a Form sanctioned by the Board 
of Trade, of his wages, and of all deductions to be made therefrom, at least 
twenty-four hours before the time of payment or discharge, under a 
penalty of £5 for non-compliance. Deductions for fines, forfeitures, &c., 
which are sought to be made in this account must be proved by proper 
entries made in the official log book. 

20. Upon paying off or discharging any seaman, the Master is bound 
under a penalty of £10 to give the seaman a certificate of discbarge, and 
the Master is also bound under a penalty of £20 to deliver to any certifi- 
cated Mate or Engineer upon his discharge his certificate of competency or 
service. 

21. A statement of the conduct, character, and qualification of each 
member of the crew, or a statement that be declines to give an opinion on 
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Ruch pnrtictilarfl, is to be entered and signed by the Master in the official 
lojr b,M)k as required by the Act. 

22. Upon payment of wnp^en and settlement of dispates Qf any) being 
ofTocted, the Uffiwr bt»f«)ru whom the men are discharged will require the 
crow to 8i^i in his presence a release from all claims in respect of the 
voyage just finished. (See page 191, cols. 19 and 20.)

International General Average. 



The diversity of the Law of General Average has long been a source 
of practical inconvenience, and efforts have at various times been made to 
establish a uniform system; International General Average Congresses 
have dnring recent years been held with this object at Glasgow, London, 
York and Bremen.§

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In September, 1877, a committee appointed by the Association for the 
Codification of the Law of Nations, to consider the subject of international 
rules to regulate General Average, met at Antwerp. It took as the basis 
of its discussions the rules drawn up at York in 1864, and with a few amend- 
ments they were adopted, some of them unanimously, others by very 
large majorities.* The rules thus modified have received the title of the 
York and Antwerp Rules, and are given below. 

The more important changes effected by them in the English law are 
with regard to Port of Refuge Expenses In England the General 
Average has hitherto been limited to the cost of going into the port ; this 
is now enlarged so as to include the expenses of coming out again, and is 
thus brought into conformity with the practice universal abroad. 

The wages and provisions of the crew while the ship is laid up at a 
port of refuge, hitherto not General Average in England, but admitted as 
such in most countries, are by the York and Antwerp Rules made the 
subject of contribution. 

On the other hand. Voluntary Stranding, commonly treated as General 
Average abroad, but not allowed in England, has by these rules been 
classed in accordance with the existing English practice.t 



The York and Antwerp Rules. 



I. Jettison of Deck Cargo. — No jettison of deck cargo shall be made 
good as General Average. Every structure not built in with the frame of 
the vessel shall be considered to be a part of the deck of the vessel. 

II. Damage by Jettison. — Damage done to goods or merchandise by 
water which unavoidably goes down a ship's hatches opened, or other 
opening made for the purpose of making a jettison, shall be made good as 
General Average in case the loss by jettison is so made good. Damage done 
by breakage and chafing, or otherwise from derangement of stowage 
consequent upon a jettison, shall be made good as General Average in case 
the loss by jettison is so made good. 

III. Extinguishing Fire on Shipboard. — Damage done to a ship and cargo, 
or either of them, by water or otherwise, in extinguishing a tire on board 
the ship, shall be General Average; except that no compensation be 
made for damage done by water to packages which have been on fire. 

IV. Cutting away Wreck. — Loss or damage caused by cutting away 
the wreck or remains of spars, or of other things which have previously 
been carried away by sea-peril, shall not be made good as General 
Average. 

V. Voluntary Stranding. — When a ship is intentionally run on shore, 
because she is sinking or driving on shore or rocks, no damage caused to

Contents of a Charter-party. — ^Art. 273.

It sets forth: — the name and 
burthen of the ship — the name of the 
Master — the names of the hirer and 
charterer — the place and time agreed on 
for loading and unloading — the rate of 
freight — whether the contract is for the 
whole ship or only a part of it — ^the com- 
pensation agreed on in case of detention. 

Where LayDays are not stipulated. — Art. 
274. Where the time for loading and dis- 
charging the ship is not fixed by the con- 
tract, it is regulated by the custom of the 
port. 

Ships hired by the Month. — Art. 275. 
If the ship is hired by the month, and 
there is no stipulation to the contrary, 
freight is due irom the day the ship sails.

If before the departure of the ship there is 
interdict of trade with the country to 
which she is to proceed, the contract is 
cancelled without either party having the 
right to claim compensation.

If 
from any unavoidable cause the ship is 
only temporarily prevented from sailing, 
the agreement holds good, and no com- 
pensation can be claimed for such detention.

Penalty for non -performance of Charter- 
party.— Art. 280. The ship, furniture and 
apparel, the freight and cargo are respec- 
tively liable for the performance of the 
charter-party. 

Bill of Lading. 

Contents of Bill of Lading.— Art. 281. 
The bill of lading ought to specify the 
nature and quantity as well as the descrip- 
tion and quidity of the goods to be carried. 
It mentions the name of the shipper — the 
name and address of the consignee — the 
name and domicile of the Master — the 
name and burthen of the ship — the port 
of departure and of destination. It names 
the rate of freight. It b«^rs on the 
nutrgin the marks and numbers of the goods 
to be carried. The bill of lading may be 
to order, to bearer, or to person named. 

Art. 282. Every bill of lading is made 
out in four originals at least — one for the 
bhipper — one for the consignee — one for 
the Master — and one for the shipowner. 
The four originals are signed by tlie 
shipper and by the Master within twenty- 
four hours after shipment. The shipper 
is bound to funiisli the Master, within 
the same time, with the custom house 
receipts for duties on goods loaded. 

Art. 283. A bill of lading made out in 
the form above prescribed is binding on 
all the parties interested in the cargo, and 
between them and the underwriters. 

Diversity in Bills of Lading. — Art. 284. 
In case of diversity between bills of lading 
for the same goods, the one in the hands 
of the Master shall be held va|id if it is in 
the handwriting of the shipper or of his 
agent, and the one produced by the ship- 
per or consignee shall be held vaUd if it is 
in the handwriting of the Master. 

Art. 285. Every agent or consignee who 
has received goods specified in a bill of 
lading or charter-party shall give a 
receipt for the same on the demand of the 
Master under penalty of paying costs, 
damages and demurrage. 



Freight, 
Freight.— Art. 286, The price paid for 
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autre bsltiment de mer est appel6 fret ou 
nolis — II est r6gl6 par les oonyentions des 
parties.

the hire of a ship is called freight. It is 
regulated by the agreement made between 
the parties. It is specified in the chartei*- 
party or bill of lading. It may be for 
the whole or part of a ship, for an entire 
voyage, or for a limited time ; by the ton, 
or quintal, for a lump sum, or by commis- 
sion, with a statement of the burthen of the 
ship. 

Ship Chartered for Entire Capacity.— 
Art. 287. If the ship is chartered for the 
entire capacity, and the charterer does not 
supply a complete cargo, the Master is not 
authorised to take on board other goods 
without the consent of the charterer* 
The charterer has a right to the freight of 
goods which are loaded to complete the 
cargo of the ship chartered by him for the 
entire capacity. 

LiabilityofChartereri— Art. 288. If the 
charterer does not load the quantity of 
goods mentioned in the charter-party, he 
is bound to pay the freight in full for the 
whole cargo which he agreed to furnish. 
If he ships more, he must pay freight on 
the excess at the rate named in the chajrter- 
party. If, however, the charterer, without 
having loaded any goods, breaks the voyage 
before the ship sails, he must pay as 
indemnity to the Master the half of the 
freight stipulated by the charter-party 
for the whole cargo which he was to load. 
If the ship has received a portion of the 
cargo, and so departs, the freight in full 
is due to the Master. 

Misrepresentation of the Capacity of Ship. 
— ^Art. 289. The Master who has declared 
his ship to be of a greater capacity than 
she really is, is liable in damages to the 
charterer. 

Limitation of Liability. — Art. 290. Is 
not accounted error in the declaration of a 
ship's tonnage if the error does not exceed 
one-fortieth, or if the declaration be in 
conformity with the certificate of measure- 
ment. 

Ship Loaded by Commission.— Art. 291. 
If the ship is loaded by commission, either 
by the quintal, ton, or lump sum, the 
shipper may remove his goods before the 
departure of the ship on payment of half 
the freight. The expense of loading, and 
of unloading and reloading other goods 
which have to be moved, and demurrage, 
are to be borne by the shipper. 

G-oods not reported to the Master. — 
Art. 292. The Master may cause to be 
landed at the port of loading all goods 
found on board his ship which have not

goods. 

Gkx>d8 remoyed during the Yoyage. — ^Ait. 
293. The shipper who remorea his goods 
durinff the yoyage ia bound to pay freight 
in f uU, and all expenses of diaplaoement 
caused by the unloading ; but if the goods 
haye been remoyed on account of any act 
or default of the Master, he ia reaponaible 
for all expensea. 

Detention of Ship by the Charterer. — 
Art 294. If the ship ia delayed at the port 
of loading, during the yoyage, or at the 
port of discharge by any act of the char- 
terer, he is liable for all expenses reaulting 
therefrom. If the ship has been chartered 
for the outward and homeward voyage, 
and returns either empty or only partially 
laden, the freight in full ia due to the 
Master, aa well as demurrage. 

Detention of Ship by the Master. — ^Art. 
295. The Master is liable in damages to 
the charterer if by act of hia the yesael 
haa been stopped or detained at departure, 
during the yoyage, or at the port of dis- 
charge. The daxnagea are aaaeaaed by 
experts. 

Kepaira to Ship during the Voyage. — 
Art. 296. If the Maater is compelled to 
repair his ship during the voyage, the 
freighter is bound to wait, or to pay the 
freight in full. In case the ship cannot be 
repaired, the Master is bound to hire 
another ship. If the Master is unable to 
hire another ship, freight is due only in 
proportion to the voyage performed. 

Ship Unseaworthy. — Art. 297. The 
Master loses his freight, and is answerable 
in damages to the charterer, if the latter 
can prove that the ship was unseaworthy 
when she left port. Such proof ia admia- 
aible, notwithstanding any contrary evi- 
dence afforded by the certificatea of visit 
at departure. 

Freight for G-oods sold during the 
Voyage. — Art. 298. Freight is due for 
goods which the Master haa been com- 
pelled to sell for victualling, repairs, and 
other pressing necessities of the ship ; he 
accounting for them at the price the 
remainder, or other like goods of the same 
quality, fetch at the. port of discharge if 
the ship arrives safely. If the ship is lost, 
the Master shall account for the goods at 
the price they have fetched, deducting 
therefrom the freight named in the l^ls 
of lading. — Saving in these two caaea the 
right reseryed to the owners of the ship by 
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le paragraphe 2 de Tarticle 216. — Lonque 
de Texercice de ce droit resultera une perte 
pour ceux dont les marchandises auront 
6t6 yendues ou mises en g|ge, elle sera 
r^partie au marc le franc sur la yaleur de

paragraph 2 of Article 216.* — When from 
the exercise of this right a loss is sus- 
tained by the owners of the goods which • 
haye been sold or pledged, such loss shall 
be apportioned by contribution on the 
yalue of these goods and of all those that 
have reached their destination, or haye 
been sayed from the wreck subsequently 
to the accidents of the sea which neces- 
sitated the sale or hypothecation. 

Interdict of Trade with Port of Destina- 
tion. — Art. 299. If there be interdict of 
trade with the country to which the ship 
is proceeding, and she is compelled to put- 
back with the cargo, freight for the out- 
ward yoyage only is due to the Master, 
although the ship may haye been char- 
tered outward and homeward. 

Restraint of Princes. — Art. 300. If the 
ship be arrested during the yoyage by the 
order of a Goyemment, no freight is due 
for the period of her detention tf the ship 
is hired by the montb, nor increase of 
freight if the ship is hired for the yoyage. 
The provisions and wages of the crew 
during the detention of the vessel are 
accounted average. 

Freight of Goods Jettisoned. — ^Art. 301. 
The Master is paid freight for goods 
thrown OTcrboard for the common safety, 
subject to contribution. 

Freight of Goods lost or pillaged. —Art. 
302. No freight is due for goods lost 
through shipwreck or stranding, pillaged 
by pirates, or taken by the enemy. The 
Master is bound to refund freight ad- 
vanced to him, if there be no agreement to 
the contrary. 

Freight of Gkwds saved. — Art. 303. If 
the ship and cargo are ransomed, or if the 
cargo IS saved from a shipvnwck, the 
Master is paid freight in full if he carries 
the goods to their destination, but he con- 
tributes to the cost of their recovery. 

What things Contribute. — Art. 304. 
The contribution for the ransom is made 
on the market price of the goods at the 
place of their discharge, deducting ex- 
penses, and on the half of the ship, and 
of the freight. 

The wages of the crew do not enter into 
the contribution. 

Refusal of Consignee to receive Goods. — 
Art. 806. If the consignee refuses to re- 
ceive the goods, the Master may be autho- 
rised by decree of the court to sell suffi- 
cient for the payment of his freight, and

to warehouse the romainder. If there be 
insufficiency, he mMnfa^ina his olaim against 
the shipper. 

Master's lien for Freight. — Art. 806. 
The Master cannot detain the goods in his 
ship for non-payment of hie freight. He 
may, during the dischai^, demand the 
deposit thereof in third hande until his 
freight is paid. 

Art. 307. The Master is privileged for 
his freight on the goods forming his cargo 
during fifteen days after their deUvery, if 
they have not passed into third hands. 

Art. 308. In case of the bankmptcy of 
the shippers or claimants before the expi- 
ration of the fifteen days, the Master is 
privileged over all other creditors for the 
payment of his freight and average due to 
nim. 

Reduction in Freight. — ^Art. 809. In 
no case can the shipper demand an abate- 
ment on the rate of freight. 

Goods abandoned for Freight. — Art. 
310. The shipper cannot abandon for freight 
goods diminished in price, or deteriorated 
from inherent causes, or by accident. If, 
however, casks contuning wine, oil, honey, 
and other liquids have leaked to such an 
extent as to be empty, or nearly empty, 
such casks may be abandoned for freight. 

Bottomry, 

Bottomry Bond, its contents. — Art. 811. 
A bottomry bond is executed before a 
notary, or as a private act. It sets forth : 
the sum of money lent, and the rate of 
maritime interest agreed ; the articles on 
the security of which the advances have 
been made ; the name of the ship and of 
the master ; the names of the lender and 
borrower ; if the loan is for a whole voyi^, 
for what voyage, and for how long ; ttie 
date agreed on for re-payment. 

Formal Requisites. — Ait. 312. The 
lender on bottomry in France shall register 
the contract at the registry of the tribunal 
of commerce within ten days of the date 
thereof, under penalty of losing his privi- 
lege. If the contract is made abroad, it is 
subject to the formalities prescribed by 
Article 234. 

May be Negotiated. — Art. 813. Any 
bottomry bond may be negotiated by 
endorsement, if it is to order. In this 
case the negotiation of the bond has the 
same effects and affords the same remedies 
as ordinary bills of exchange. 
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Art. 314. La garantie de paiement ne 
B^^tend pas au profit maritime, k moins 
que le contraire n*ait ^t^ express^ment 
stipule.

Art. 314. The guarantee of payment 
does not extend to tiie maritime premium, 
unless the contrary has been expressly 
stipulated. 

What may be Pledged by Bottomry 
Bond. — ^Art. 315. Funds may be taken on 
bottomry, on the hull and keel of the 
ship ; on the tackle and apparel ; on the 
equipment and provisions ; on the cargo ; 
on the whole oi these things together, or 
on a certain portion of each. 

When Void.— Art. 316. A bottomry 
bond given for a sum exceeding the value 
of the articles on which such sum is ad- 
vanced, may be declared void, on the de- 
mand of the lender, if it is proved that 
there is fraud on the part of the borrower. 

Art. 318. Loans secured by bottomry 
on freight to be earned by the ship, and 
on the profits hoped to be made out of the 
goods, are prohibited. The lender in such 
cases has nght only to the reimbursement 
of the principle sum without any interest. 

Art. 319. A bottomry bond cannot be 
taken on the wages, or voyage, of the crew 
for money lent to them. 

Articles Chargeable with the Payment. — 
Art. 320. The ship, tackle, and apparel, 
equipment and provisions, and even the 
frei^t earned, are liable to contribute to- 
waras the repayment of money lent on 
bottomry on the hull or keel of the ship. 
The cargo is also liable in principal and 
interest for money advanced on bottomry 
on such cargo. K the loan has been made 
on the security of any particular port of the 
ship or cargo, that puit is only liable in 
proportion to the amount of it pledged to 
the repayment of the loan. 

Not to be given by the Master at the 
place of the Owners' Besidenoe. — ^Art. 321. 
A bottomry bond given by the Master for 
funds taken by hun at the place of the 
owners' residence without their authority, 
or without their being parties to the con- 
tract, confers no right of action or privi- 
lege, except on the share of t^e ship or 
freight belonging to the Master. 

Owners when Liable. — ^Art. 822. Are 
liable for sums borrowed for making 
repairs or purchasing provisions even at 
the place where the mterested parties 
reside, the shares of such of the owners 
who within 24 hours after they have 
received due notice have not contributed 
towards the expense of putting the ship in 
a seaworthy state. 

The Last Bond entitled to priority. — 
Art. 823. Loans made for the last voyage

Sums borrowed during the Tojage are 
entitled to prioritj of pajment oyer sums 
borrowed before the ship sailed, and if 
there haye been Bereral loans tsaken during 
the same yojage, the last loan shall alwsTs 
be entitled to prioritj orer the one that 
preceded it. 

Change of Ship deacribed in the Bond. 
— Art. 324h The lender on bottomiy on 
goods laden on board a ship named in the 
bond is not liable for the loss of the goods, 
eyen if ther are lost hy the accidents of 
the sea, if they haye been loaded on 
another ship; unless it can be legalfy 
proyed that the goods were so laden nom 
some unayoidable cause. 

In case of Total Loas Lender loses his 
Money. — Art. 326. K tiie things pledged 
as security for the loan are totaUylost, 
and proyided such loss is accidental and 
happens within the time and on the yoy- 
age for which the risk is ran, then the 
sum lent cannot be claimed. 

Limitation of Lender^s Liabilify. — ^Art. 
326. The lender is not liable for waste, 
diminution and loss of any artiole.whenthe 
same arises from inherent causes, nor for 
damage caused by the act of the borr o w e r. 

Art. 327. In case of shipwreck, the pay- 
ment of money borrowed on bottomiy is 
limited to the yalue of the goods sared and 
pledged by the contract, less salyage 
expenses. 

JOuration of the Bisk. — ^Art 828. If the 
duration of the risk is not fixed bytiie 
contract, it runs, as regards the ship, 
tackle, apparel, equipment and proyisions, 
from the day the ship sailed to uie day on 
which it is anchored or moored in the port or 
place of destination. As regards the goods, 
the duration of the risk is from the day 
they are loaded on board the ship or put 
into lighters for conyeyance on board to 
the day they are deliyered on land. 

Art. 329. The borrower on bottomry 
on the goods is not liberated by the loss 
of the ship and cargo, unless he can proye 
that there were on board, belonging to 
him, goods equal in yalue to the sum 
borrowed. 

Art. 330. The lender on bottomry con- 
tributes to general ayerage to the reuef of 
the borrower. Particular ayerage is also a 
charge on the lender unless there is a 
stipulation to the contrary.

Average. 

Definition of Average. — ^Art. 397. All 
extraordinary expenses incurred for the 
ship and cargo, jointly and separately, all 
damage sustained by the ship or cargo 
from the shipment and departure thereof, 
until their return and discharge, are 
accounted average. 

Art. 398. In the absence of special 
stipulations between the parties, average 
is regulated according to the following 
rules. 

Kinds of Average. — Art. 399. Average 
is of two kinds, gross or general average, 
and simple or particular average. 

What constitutes General Average. — 
Art. 400. Is general average : — 

(1.) Whatever is given by agreement to 
ransom the ship and the cargo. 

(2.) Cargo thrown overboard. 

(3.) Cables or masts broken or cut. 

(4.) Anchors and other tackle abandoned 
for the common safety. 

(5.) Damage done by the jettison to 
goods remaining in the ship. 

(6.) The tending and maint-enance of 
seamen injured or wounded in the defence 
of the ship ; wages and provisions of the 
crew during detention ; when the ship is 
arrested on her voyage by order of a 
government, and during the repair of 
damage voluntarily sustained for the com- 
mon safety, if the ship is chartered by the 
month. 

(7.) The expenses of unloading to lighten 
the ship in order to put into a haven or 
river, when the ship is forced thereto by 
stress of weather, or by pursuit of an 
enemy. 

(8.) Expenses incurred hi getting a ship 
afloat when stranded intentionally in order 
to avoid total loss or capture; and, in 
general, damage voluntarily sustained and 
expenses incurred after deliberation duly 
noted, for the common good and safety of 
the ship and cargo, from the time of the 
shipment and departure thereof, until their 
return and discharge. 

How Borne. — ^Art. 401. General average 
is borne by the cargo, and by half the ship 
and freight, each in proportion to its 
value. 

Goods, how Valued.— Art. 402. The 
value of the soods is estabUshed by the 
price they fetch at the port of discharge. 

What constitutes Particular Average. — 
Art. 403. Is particular average —

Sxpenses arising 
from putting into an intermediate port, in 
consequence of the accidental loss of these 
articlM, from want of prorisionSy or to 
repair aleak. 

(4.) Wages and pmmsions of the crew 
during detention, when the ship is arrested 
on the yoyase b^ order of a goremmcmt, 
and during uie time the ship is undergoing 
necessary repairs, if chartered for the 
Toyage. 

(5.) The wages and provisions of the 
crew during quarantine, whether the shqi 
is hired by the voyage or bj the month ; 
and, in general, aU expenses inciured and 
damage sustained for the ship alone, or for 
the cargo alone, firom the shipment sod 
depiuture thereof imtil their retain sod 
discharge. 

Particular Average, how Borne. — Ait. 
404. Particular avenge is borne and paid 
for by the owner ox the thing that has 
Bustamed the damage or occasioned the 
expenditure. 

Damage owing to N^leot of Master. 
— ^Art. 405. Damage to cargo in conse- 
quence of neglect of the Master to propei^ 
close the hatches, moor the ship, provide 
proper tackle, and by all other accidents 
caused by the negligence of the Master 
and crew, is particuJar average, to be borne 
by the owner of the goods, but for which 
he has his remedy against the Master, the 
sh^ and freight. 

Harbour, Port and other Dues. — ^Art. 406b 
Charges for boat assistance, towage, pilot* 
age for entering or quitting havens or 
rivers, clearances, surveys, protests, dues 
in respect of lighthouses, buoys or beacons, 
anchorage, and other dues levied on ship- 
ping, are not accounted average, but are 
ordmaiy expenses to be borne by the ship. 

Damage by Collision, how B<nme. — ^Art. 
407. In case of collision between twp 
vessels, if it be purely accidental, tibe 
damage is borne, without recovery, hy the 
ship which has received the injury. Jl the 
collision has been caused by the fault of 
one of the shipmasters, the damage is to 
be paid for by the one who was the cause 
of it. If there be doubt as to the cause of 
the collision, the damage is to be borne 
equally by the two vessels causing and

Claims for Ayerage, how Limited. — Axt. 
408. A claim for ayerage is not admissible 
unless the general ayerage loss exceeds one 
per cent, of the yalue of the ship and cargo 
together, and unless the particular ayerage 
loss exceeds one per cent, of the yalue of 
the article damaged. 

Limitation of Underwriters* Liability. — 
Art. 409. The clause " free from ayerage *' 
releases the underwriters from all chums 
for general or particular ayerage, except in 
cases where there may be grounds for 
abandonment, and in such cases the insurer 
may either abandon or claim ayerage. 

Jettison and Contribution, 

Jettison. — Art. 410. If from stress of 
weather or pursuit of an enemy the Master 
considers himself obliged, for the safety of 
the ship, to throw oyerboard a part of his 
cargo, to cut away his masts, or to abandon 
his anchors, he shall consult tiiose interested 
in the cargo who may be on board, and 
the principal members of the crew. If 
there be dmerence of opinion, the adyice 
of the Master and the principal members 
of the crew shall be followed. 

What kind of GkK)d8 to be Jettisoned. — 
Art. 411. GDhings that are the least neces- 
sary, most cumbersome, and of least yalue 
must he thrown oyerboard the first, and 
afterwards goods stowed on the first deck, 
at the Master's choice and with the adyice 
of the ship's officers. 

Preyious Deliberation. — ^Art. 412. The 
Master is bound to draw up in writing a 
report of the deliberation as soon as he may 
be able to do so. The entry of the deliber- 
ation must enumerate the causes which 
rendered the jettison necessary — the goods 
jettisoned or damaged. Itmust be signed 
by the parties consulted, or state the reason 
of their refusal to sign. It must also be 
entered in the log book. 

Duty of Master at first Port.— Art. 418. 
At the first ^rt at which the yessel calls, 
the Master is bound, within twenty -four 
hours after his arriyal, to swear to the 
facts contained in the deliberation as 
entered in the log book. 

Estimate of Damage. — Art. 414. The 
estimate of the loss and damage is to be 
made at the port of discharge, under the 
care of the Master, by suryeyors. The 
suryeyors are appointed by the tribunal

Adjustment of Losses. — Art. 416. The 
Buryeyors appointed in virtue of the pre- 
yious article adjust the loss and damage. 
The statement is rendered executiTe by a 
decree of the tribunal ; in foreign ports, 
by a decree of the French Consol, or if 
there be no such officer, by any competent 
local tribunal. 

What Articles Contribute. — ^Art. 417. 
The contribution for payment of the loss 
and damage is made by the goods jettisoned 
and those saved, and by ludf of the ship 
and of the freight, in proportion to their 
value at the place of discharge. 

Valuation of the Cargo. — ^Art. 418. If 
the quality of the goo£ has been mis- 
represented in the biU of ladins, and they 
prove to be of greater value uoan therein 
stated, they contribute at the rate of thdr 
valuation if they are saved. They are paid 
for according to the quality named in the 
bill of lading if they are lost. If the 
goods of which the value has been declared 
are of an inferior quality to that named in 
the bill of lading, they contribute accord- 
ing to the quali^ mentioned in the InU of 
lading if they are saved. They are paid 
for at the rate of th^ value ii they are 
jettisoned or damaged. 
' Mimitions of War and Ship's Stores. — 
Art. 419. Munitions of war and provisions 
and the effects of the crew do not contribute 
to the jettison, but if any of these articles 
are jettisoned thdr value shall be contri- 
buted for by all the other goods or effects. 
Art. 420. G-oods of which there is no 
bill of lading or declaration of the Master 
are not contributed for if they are jetti- 
soned ; they contribute if they are saved. 

Goods Loaded on Deck. —Art. 421. Gkx>ds 
loaded on deck contribute if they are saved. 
K they are jettisoned, or are damaged in 
consequence of the jettison, the owner 
thereof cannot make any claim for oontri-

bution. His only remedy is against the 
Master. 

Damage to Ship. — ^Art. 422. There is no 
ground for contribution on account of 
damage to the ship, except in case such 
damage has been done in order to facilitate 
the jettison. 

Art. 423. If the jettison does not saye 
the ship, there can be no contribution. 
G-oods sayed in this case are not chargeable 
with contribution for the loss or damage 
of those jettisoned or spoiled. 

Art. 424. If the jettison sayes the ship, 
and if the ship, continuing her yoyage, is 
ultimately lost, goods sayed contribute to 
the jettison at the rate of their yalue in 
their actual state, after deducting salyage 
expenses. 

Art. 425. In no case do goods jettisoned 
contribute to payment of damage sustained 
after the jettison by the goods sayed. 
The goods do not contribute to the pay- 
ment for a ship which is lost or rendered 
unseaworthy. 

Art. 426. If in yirtue of a deliberation 
the ship has been broken open to remoye 
goods, they contribute to the expense of 
repairing the damage done to the ship. 

Q-oods put into Lighters. — Art. 427. In 
case of loss of goods discharged into 
lighters to Ughten the ship when enter- 
ing a harbour or riyer, the ship and entire 
cargo contribute. If the ship is lost with 
the remainder of the cargo, no contribution 
is made by the goods discharged into 
hghters, although they may l^ safely 
landed. 

Master's Lien. — Art. 428. In all the 
aboye cases, the Master and crew are priyi- 
leged on the goods, or on the proceeds of 
the sale thereof, for the amount of the 
contribution. 

Recoyery of Ghoods Jettisoned. — ^Art. 429. 
If after the adjustment of the ayerage, 
jettisoned goods are recoyered by the 
owners thereof, these are bound to refund 
to the. Master and other parties interested 
whateyer sum they may haye received from 
the general contribution, less damage 
caused by the jettison and salvage ex- 
penses. 

Art. 435. Are inadmissible — All demands 
against the Master and underwriters for 
damage sustained by the cargo, if the 
same has been received without protest. 
All demands against charterer for average 
if the Master has delivered the cargo and 
received his freight without having made

his protest. All demands for oompensation 
for damage caused by ooUision in a place 
where the Master might ha.Te brought his 
action, if he has not made any daim. 

Art. 486. Such protests and claims are 
of no effect unless made and signified 
within 24 hours, and unless within a montii 
of their date they are followed by an ac- 
tion at law. 
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
